PREFACE. 


After  several  years  of  correspondence,  research  and  study,  I 
now  place  in  possession  of  my  cousins  all  that  I  am  able  to  ascer- 
tain from  authentic  records  and  writings,  relative  to  the  historical 
lineage  of  our  common  ancestor,  Lieutenant  Thomas  Tracy  of 
Norwich,  Connecticut. 

The  recent  publication  and  indexing  of  many  of  the  old  British 
records  has  revealed  much  which  hitherto  has  been  hidden,  and 
has  aided  very  much  in  the  compilation  of  the  work.  But  the 
book  is,  nevertheless,  incomplete,  as  many  of  the  lines  of  descent 
have  been  lost  in  the  mists  of  the  past.  The  subject,  however, 
has  not  been  completely  exhausted.  In  fact,  this  book  is  only  a 
beginning.  By  diligently  continuing  the  research,  some  other 
line,  or  lines,  might,  perhaps,  be  traced  back  to  other  distin- 
guished historical  characters,  and  other  facts  and  incidents  relat- 
ing to  the  subject  may  be  discovered.

THE   ARMS   OF   TRACY 

OF 

BARNSTAPLE,  DEVONSHIRE,  AND  STANWAY,  GLOUCESTERSHIRE. 

"  Or,  an  escallop,  in  the  dexter  chief  point,  sable,  between  two  bend- 
lets  gnles." 

CREST. 

"On  a  chapeau  gules,  turned  up  ermine,  an  escallop  sable,  between 
two  wings,  expanded,  or." 

No  family  in  England  can  claim  armorial  bearings  more 
ancient  than  those  of  the  Tracj^s.  The  heraldry  of  Eng- 
land dates  from  a  period  subsequent  to  the  Norman 
Conquest,  and  seems  to  have  been  introduced  by  William  I., 
whose  arms  were  ^^  Gules,  two  lions  passant  guardcmt,  in 
pale,  or."  These  same  arms  were  used  by  William  II., 
Henry  I.,  and  Stephen. 

The  arms  of  Tracy  were  inherited  by  the  brothers  *  Ralph 
{Lord  de  Sudeley)  and  William  {8ir  William  de  Traci) 
from  their  Norman  ancestors,  in  about  the  middle  of  the 
twelfth   century.      The   emblazonry   cannot    be     definitely

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traced  back  any  further  than  this,  but  it  was  probably 
derived  from  the  shields  of  either  the  Sire  de  Traci  or  the 
Count  de  Mantes.  It  is  recorded  that  "  Sir  William  de 
Traci  and  his  posterity  differenced  their  coat  amour  from 
the  elder  house  of  Sudeley  by  adding  an  escallop  shell  be- 
tween the  two  bendlets."*  The  escallop  shell,  in  those 
days,  when  used  as  emblazonry,  signified  that  the  bearer,  or 
an  ancestor  who  had  had  the  same  arms,  had  been  beyond 
the  sea.  This  Sir  William  had  done,  having  been  to 
Normandy. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fourteenth  century,  during  the 
reign  of  Edward  II.,  the  arms  of  Tracy  are  referred  to 
(^VIII.  Sir  William  Tracy,  page  36),  and  again  in  the 
seventh  year  of  the  reign  of  Henry  V.  (^XIII.  William 
Tracy,  page  37). 

In  the  official  "  Visitation  of  the  County  of  Gloucester, 
taken  in  the  year  1623,"  |  the  arms  of  the  Tracys  of  Stanway 
were  recorded  as  follows  :  — 

"Arms.  Quarterly:  1  and  4,  or,  an  escallop  in  the  dex- 
ter chief  point  sable  between  two  bendlets  gules,  Tracy e; 
2  and  3,  argent,  on  a  chevron  sable  between  three  pellets 
as  many  roses  of  the  field,  Baldington. 

"  Crest.  On  a  chapeau  gules,  turned  up  ermine,  an 
escallop  sable,  between  two  wings,  expanded,  or." 

Thus  we  see,  by  referring  to  "The  Tracy  Line"  {page 
38),  that  Sir  William  Tracy,  son  of  Henry  Tracy,  by  his 
wife  Alice,  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Thomas  Baldington, 
quartered  the  arms  of  his  mother's  family  with  those  of  his

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father's.  In  this  manner  the  arms  were  borne  by  his  son, 
Richard  Tracy  of  Stan  way,  and  by  his  grandson,  Sir  Paul 
Tracy,  Bart.  The  crest,  as  recorded  during  the  "  Visita- 
tion," is  that  of  the  Tracy  family,  and,  as  the  chapeau  indi- 
cates, is  ancient  in  its  origin. 

The  arms  shown  as  the  frontispiece  are  those  of  Tracy ^ 
and  are  displayed  as  those  of  an  esquire,  or  gentleman,  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  of  heraldiy. 

The  Tracy  motto,  "  ME:M0RIA  PII  .ETEENA  "  *  {the 
memory  of  the  pious  man  is  eternal),  is  displayed  below 
the  arms,  but  its  origin  cannot  be  traced.  No  mention  of  it 
is  made  in  the  "  Visitation  "  of  1623. 

Coats-of-arms  may  be  divided  into  three  classes  :  First, 
those  belonging  to  a  man's  European  ancestors,  and  which 
have  been  used  by  them  for  many  centuries.  This  is  the 
most  important  class,  and  in  most  cases  the  original  cause  of 
the  adoption  of  such  arms  is  not  to  be  discovered,  and  we 
must  trust  to  the  strictness  with  which  this  privilege  was 
formerly  guarded  for  a  guarantee  that  the  arms  were  justly 
appropriated.  The  second  class  embraces  such  arms  as  have 
been  granted  from  the  Herald's  College,  by  royal  command, 
as  a  reward  for  distinguished  services  rendered  to  the  State. 
These  instances  are  comparatively  rare.  The  third  class 
consists  of  the  coats-of-arms  granted  by  the  Herald's  College 
on  payment  of  certain  fees,  and  is  rather  a  modern  institu- 
tion, though  a  few  instances  are  recorded  of  a  date  prior  to 
the  settlement  of  New  England.  Arms  of  this  latter  class, 
though  legal,  can  hardly  be  a  source  of  much  comfort  to  the 
possessor. 

The  "  Arms  of  Tracy"  are  of  the  first-mentioned  class, 
having  been  inherited  by  the  early  Tracys  from  their  Nor-

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man  ancestors.  Though  some  abuses  have  crept  into  the 
system,  it  is  a  fair  assertion  to  make  that  coats-of-arms  used 
prior  to  the  seventeenth  century  were  generally  the  rightful 
property  of  the  users. 

Crests  are  comparatively  of  modern  origin.  In  the  olden 
times  they  were  used  only  by  those  who  had  won  the  right 
to  them  by  personal  services  in  some  crusade.  The  Tracy 
Crest  is  ancient,  and  its  form  indicates  that  it  originated  in 
this  manner.  There  are  but  few  of  similar  kind  and  origin 
on  record  in  England.

LIEUTENANT  THOxMAS  TRACY 


NORWICH,    CONNECTICUT. 

Thomas  Tracy  was  a  son  of  Sir  Paul  Tracy,  Bart.,  of 
Stanway,  County  of  Gloucester,  England.  He  was  born  in 
the  year  1610  on  the  Tewksbury  estates,  probabl}-  at  the 
manor  of  Stanway.  He  had  scarcely  reached  his  majoritj^ 
when  people  from  all  parts  of  England  and  from  all  classes 
of  societ}",  excepting  the  landed  gentry,  began  to  cross  the 
Western  Ocean  in  gi'eat  numbers.  In  1636,  when  the  fever 
of  emigration  was  at  its  height,  and  when  men  were  emigrat- 
ing who  were  in  search  of  adventure  and  fortune,  as  well  as 
those  who  were  seeking  a  home  in  a  new  land,  free  from 
relioious  persecution  and  the  oppression  of  an  overbearing 
nobility,  Thomas  Tracy  joined  a  band  of  emigrants  and 
sailed  for  America.  In  this  act  he  was  probabl}^  influenced 
by  the  fact  that  he  was  a  younger  son  in  a  very  large  family 
and  without  prospects  of  inheritance.  In  April  of  the  same 
year  he  arrived  at  Salem,  Massachusetts,  where  he  resided 
until  the  following  February,  when  he  removed  to  Wethers- 
field,  Connecticut.  There  he  married,  in  1641,  Mary,  the 
widow  of  Edward  Mason,  and  then  removed  to  Say  brook. 
Seven  children  were  there  born.  About  1659  his  wife  died. 
He  subsequently  married  two  other  wives,  but  had  no  issue 
by  either.  In  1645  he  and  Thomas  Leflingwell,  with  others, 
relieved  Uncas,  the  Sachem  of  Mohegan,  with  provisions 
when  he   was   Ijesieged  at  Shattuck's  Point  by  Pessachus, 
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Sachem  of  the  Narragansetts,  which  led  to  the  subsequent 
grant  of  the  town  of  Norwich  in  1659.  He  and  his  family 
removed  to  Norwich  in  1660,  of  which  town  he  was  one  of 
the  proprietors.  In  1661  he  was  on  a  committee,  appointed 
by  the  General  Court,  "  to  try  the  bounds  of  New  Lon- 
don " ;  in  1662  he  was  chosen  by  the  people  one  of  the 
Court  of  Commission ;  in  1666  he  was  appointed  ensign  in 
the  first  Train  Band  of  Norwich;  in  1667,  '70,  '71,  '72,  '73, 
'75,  '76,  and  '78  he  was  the  deputy  from  Norwich  to  the 
Legislature,  and  in  1682,  '83,  and  '85  from  Preston.  He 
sat  as  a  member  of  the  Colonial  Assembly  at  more  than 
twenty  sessions.  In  1673  he  was  commissioned  lieutenant 
of  the  New  London  County  Dragoons,  raised  to  fight  the 
Dutch  and  Indians.  In  1678  he  was  appointed  a  justice. 
He  died  at  Norwich.  November  7,  1685,*  in  the  seventy- 
sixth  year  of  his  age. 

"  Thomas  Tracy  was  well  educated  for  the  time  in  which  he 
lived.  This  placed  him  to  advantage  among  the  leading  men 
of  the  colony  directly  upon  his  arrival.  Throughout  a  long 
life,  the  Legislature  frequently  appointed  him  upon  impor- 
tant committees,  and  he  held  his  full  share  of  public  oflSces, 
legislative,  military,  and  magisterial.  He  was  a  gentleman 
of  consequence  in  the  community,  a  thorough  business  man, 
and  of  the  very  best  personal  character."     (^Robinson.)

All  of  these  children  married  and  had  families,  except 
Daniel,  who  died  Jan.  11,  1693,  sine  prole. 

Note.  —  Lieutenant  Thomas  Tracy's  second  wife,  married  at  Norwich 
about  1678,  was  Martha  Bourne,  daughter  of  Thomas  Bourne,  of  Marsh- 
fleld,  Massachusetts,  and  widow  of  John  Bradford.  His  third  wife, 
married  at  Norwich,  1683,  was  Mary  Foote,  daughter  of  Nathaniel  and 
Elizabeth  (Deming)  Foote  of  Wethersiield,  and  widow  of  John  Stoddard, 
who  died  in  1664:,  and  then  of  John  Goodrich,  who  died  in  1680. 
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III. 

THE  PARENTS  OF  LIEUTENANT  THOMAS  TRACY. 

Lieutenant  Thomas  Tracy  died  in  Norwich,  Connecticut, 
November  7,   1685,  in  the  seventy-sixth  year  of  his  age, 
therefore  he  was  born  between  the  dates  November  7,  1609, 
and    November    7,    1610    {old    style).     He    was    born    in 
Gloucestershire,  in  the  vicinity  of  Tewksbury,  and  was  a 
grandson  of   Eichard  Tracy  of  Stanway.     Of  this  we   are 
very   certain,   for  his    immediate    descendants   write   these 
facts,   the  information  having  been  obtained  from  Thomas 
himself.     It  is  also  probable  that   Thomas  stated  who  his' 
father  was  ;  but  the  name  seems  to  have  been  forgotten,  or 
carelessly  omitted.     In  the  early  days  of  the  American  Col- 
onies people  were  not  very  particular  in  keeping  their  family, 
records.     It  is  also  possible  that  the  name  of  his  father  was 
intentionally  suppressed,  as  the  feeling  among  the  colonistsj 
at  that  period  was  very  bitter  against  the  aristocracy  and  the' 
system  of  hereditary  rights,  and  a  son  of  an  English  baro-  ;• 
net  naturally  would  have  lieen  somewhat  reticent  relative  to-, 
his  birth.     In  a  "  Pedigree  of  the  Tracy  Family,"  written  in 
1843  "by  one   of  his  descendants,"  he  is  spoken  of  as  " 
descendant   of  Richard  Tracy  of  Stanway ^  but  the  nam 
of  his   father  is  not  mentioned.     Later  comes  the  "  Hyd 
Genealogy,"  and  in  this  Lieutenant  Thomas  Tracy  is  made 
the  son  of  Nathaniel  Tracy,  a  son  of  Richard  Tracy  of  Stan- 
way.     In  "  Browning's  Americans  of  Koj^al  Descent,"  which 
follows.  Lieutenant  Thomas  Tracy  of  Norwich  is  a  son  of 
mahaniel  Tracy  of  Tewkshury  and  a  grandson  of  Richard 
Tracy  of  Stanway.     "  Burke"  gives  the  three  sons  of  Eich- 
ard Tracy  of  Stanway  as  follows :   (1)  Paid,  the  eldest,  heir 
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and  successor  of  his  father;  (2)  Nathaniel;  (3)  Samuel. 
It  has  always  been  supposed,  from  the  early  writings  of  the 
American  Tracy s,  that  Thomas  was  a  younger  son  of  a 
younger  son  of  Richard  Tracy  of  Stan  way  ;  and,  as  Samuel 
resided  in  Herefordshire  after  his  marriage,  he  could  not 
have  been  his  son  and  have  been  born  in  Gloucestershire. 
Reasoning  thus,  and  knowing  that  Nathaniel  resided  in 
Gloucestershire,  from  the  fact  that  he  was  the  sheriff  of  that 
county  in  the  year  1586,  Nathaniel  became  the  father  of 
Thomas. 

During  the  "  Visitation  of  the  County  of  Gloucester," 
which  occurred  in  1623,  a  genealogical  chart  of  the  family 
was  made  out.  In  this  Richard  and  his  children  are  given 
as  follows :  —

The  above  chart  is  probably  correct,  and  no  better  au- 
thority can  be  obtained,  as  Paul,  then  living  and  the  head 
of  the  house,  undou1)tedly  knew  the  names  of  his  brothers 
and  sisters,  the  order  of  their  births,  and  the  names  of  those 
whom  they  married. 

If  Nathaniel  was  the  eldest  son,  he  died  sine  prole,  pre- 
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vious  to  1623,  as,  otherwise,  Paul  could  not  have  succeeded 
to  the  Manor  of  Stanway. 

Whether  the  eldest  or  a  younger  son,  Nathaniel,  in  order 
to  have  been  the  father  of  Thomas,  should  have  been  mar- 
ried previous  to  1610,  and  had  he  married  at  any  time 
previous  to  1623,  Paul  certainly  would  have  known  it,  and 
so  have  stated  in  his  genealogical  chart.  The  estate  of 
Stanway  was  a  part  of  the  confiscated  lands  of  Tewksbury, 
formerly  belonging  to  the  Abbey  of  Tewksbury  (see  page 
41),  and  to  suppose  that  Nathaniel  married  and  became  the 
father  of  a  family,  residing  in  the  near  vicinity  of  the 
manor,  and  that  this  fact  should  not  be  mentioned  in  the 
records  of  the  "Visitation"  of  1623,  nor  any  allusion  made 
to  his  children  (then  or  in  after  years),  while  the  records  of 
his  youngest  brother's  family,  residents  of  another  county, 
were  made  up  complete  at  Stanway,  as  were  also  those  of 
his  sisters,  is  impossible. 

At  the  time  of  the  "  Visitation  "  the  dates  of  births,  mar- 
riages, and  deaths  were  not  filled  in  on  this  chart,  and 
this  accounts  for  there  being  no  further  data  relative  to 
Nathaniel. 

The  following  is  the  genealogical  chart  of  the  family  of 
Samuel,  youngest  child  of  Richard  Tracy  of  Stanway  :  —

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From  the  above  we  see  that  the  second  son  of  Samuel,  the 
youngest  son  of  Richard,  was  named  Thomas,  but  this 
Thomas  was  born  in  Herefordshire  —  not  in  Gloucester- 
shire—  and  previous  to  the  year  1601.  (^Records  of  the 
Herald's  College.) 

Passing  now  to  the  family  of  Sir  Paul  Tracy,  Bart.,  son 
of  Richard  Tracy  of  Stanway,  we  find  that  he  was  the  father 
of  twenty-one  children  by  his  first  wife,  and  that  this  wife 
died  in  1615.  {Records  of  Gloucestershire  in  the  Herald's 
College.)  By  his  second  wife  there  was  no  issue.  There- 
fore, all  his  children  were  born  previous  to  1616.  One  of 
the  youngest  children,  Thomas  (see  j)09e  43),  was  born  in 
1610  and  baptized  in  1611.  (Records  in  possession  of  the 
Herald's  College.) 

Thus,  of  the  two  grandsons  of  Richard  Tracy  of  Stanway 
whose  names  were  Thomas,  there  can  be  but  little  doubt, 
which  one  was  Lieutenant  Thomas  Tracy  of  Norwich, 
Connecticut. 

In  the  chancel  of  Bansted  Church,  Surrey,  is  a  white 
marble  slab  on  which  is  cut  the  following  inscription  :  — 

Here  under  lietli  the  corpse  of  Paule  Tracy,  who 

Died  the  1st  day  of  June  1618,  sonne  of  Paule 
Tracy,  esquier,  and  Margaret  his  wife,  sonne  of 

Sir  Paule  Tracy  of  Stanway  in  the  county  of 

Gloucester,  Baronet,  and  Margaret,  the  daughter 

of  Philip  Moss,  esquier,  of  Cannon  in  the 

County  of  Surrey.     1619. 

Upon  the  first  reading  of  this  inscription  it  would  seem 
that  Margaret,  the  daughter  of  Philip  Moss,  was  the  wife  of 
Sir  Paul  Tracy,  and  consequently  the  mother  of  Lieutenant 
Thomas  Tracy,  as  there  were  no  children  by  the  second  wife. 
Lodge,  in  his  "Peerage  of  Ireland,"  reads  the  inscription  in 
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this  way.  This  reading,  however,  is  incof^ect.  The  real 
meaning  of  the  wording  is  that  the  "  corpse  "  was  a  son  of 
Paul  Tracy,  Esquire,  and  Margaret,  his  loife.  It  is  then 
further  stated  that  Paul  Tracy,  Esquire,  was  a  son  of  Sir 
Paul  Tracy  of  Stanway,  and  that  Margaret,  his  luife  {ivife 
of  Paul  Tracy,  Esquire),  was  a  daughter  of  Philip  Moss. 
The  year  1619  is  the  date  of  cutting  and  placing  the  slab. 
By  carefully  reading  the  inscription  it  will  become  quite 
plain  that  the  name  ^^  Margaret,"  which  appears  twice,  is 
intended  for  one  and  the  same  person. 

In  the  records  of  the  Herald's  College  it  is  distinctly 
stated  that  "  Anne  Sharkerley "  was  the  first  wife  of  Sir 
Paul  Tracy  of  Stanway,  and  that  ''''Margaret,"  daughter  of 
''Phillip  Moyse"  of  Bansted,  County  of  Surrey,  was  the 
first  wife  of  Paul  Tracy,  Esquire.  This  corresponds  with 
the  statement  of  Sir  Paul  Tracy,  who  declares  that  "  Anne, 
dau.  of  PaJ-  Sharkerley,  Go.

THE  WEST  SAXON  LINE. 

Ancestors  of    Ecgberht    of    England   and   of    Sir  William 

DE  Tkaci. 

I.  CERDIC,  the  first  King  of  the  West  Saxons,  died  in 
534,  after  having  reigned  about  thirty-three  years.  He  had 
two  sons,  Kenric,  his  successor,  and  Chelwulf,  who  died 
during  the  lifetime  of  his  father,  and  whose  great-grandson, 
Kent  win,  was  the  seventh  King  of  the  West  Saxons. 

II.  KENRIC  succeeded  to  the  crown  in  534,  upon  the 
death  of  his  father.  He  died  in  560,  having  reigned  twenty- 
six  years.  He  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son,  Cheaulin. 
His  second  son,  Cuthwulf,  died  in  572,  leaving  a  son, 
Cearlik,  who  wrested  the  kingdom  from  Cheaulin,  his  uncle, 
in  592,  and  was  fourth  King  of  the  West  Saxons. 

III.  CHEAULIN  succeeded  to  the  crown  upon  the  death 
of  his  father  in  560,  and  reigned  about  thirty-two  years, 
when  he  was  dethroned  by  his  nephew  and  banished  from 
the  kingdom.  He  died  in  exile  in  593,  leaving  two  sons, 
Cuthwin  and  Cuth. 

IV.  CUTHWIN,  his  eldest  son,  was  killed  in  battle  with 
the  Britons  in  584,  during  the  reign  of  his  father.  He  left 
two  sons,  Kenwald  and  Cuth. 

V.  CUTH  died,  leaving  a  son  — 

VI.  CHELWALD,  who  was  the  father  of  Kenred. 
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VII.  KENRED  had  four  sons  and  one  daughter.  His 
eldest  sou,  lua,  was  the  eleventh  King  of  the  West  Saxons.

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I.  ECGBERHT,  the  son  of  .Ethelmund,  sometimes 
called  Alkmand,  succeeded  to  the  West  Saxon  crown  upon 
the  death  of  King  Bithrick,  in  the  year  800,  and  in  the 
course  of  the  first  twenty  years  of  his  reign  he  succeeded  in 
uniting  the  whole  heptarchy  under  his  rule.  He  was'  the 
seventeenth  king  of  the  West  Saxons  and  the  first  Saxon 
king  of  all  England.  He  married  the  Lady  Redburga, 
and  by  her  had  two  sons  and  one  daughter. 

n.  J^THELWULF,  his  eldest  son  and  successor,  took 
for  his  wife,  Osburga,  a  daughter  of  Oslac,  an  English 
nobleman  and  a  direct  descendant  of  Cerdic,  and  by  her  he 
had  five  sons  and  one  daughter.  After  the  death  of  Osburga, 
in  his  old  age,  he  married  a  young  wife,  Judith,  a  daughter 
of  Charles  the  Bald,  Emperor  and  King  of  France,  and 
gi'eat-granddaughter  of  the  Emperor  Charlemagne.  He  died 
Jan.  18,  857,  without  issue  by  her.  She  subsequently  mar- 
ried Baldwin,  the  first  Count  of  Flanders.  She  was  ances- 
tress of  Matilda,  the  wife  of  William  the  Conqueror. 

HI.  JILFRED  THE  GREAT,*  born  in  849,  was  the 
youngest  son  of  ^thelwulf .     He  survived  all  his  brothers 

*  "  Alfred  was  fond  of  visiting  and  informing  himself  of  the  condition 
of  every  class  of  his  subjects.  On  one  occasion  he  set  out,  accompanied 
by  a  courtier  named  Ethelbert,  and  in  his  rambles  stopped  at  the  house 
of  Albanac,  a  chieftain  of  rank  and  power,  whose  name  would  indicate 
his  descent  to  have  been  rather  British  than  Saxon.  This  nobleman 
received  his  sovereign  with  welcome,  and  his  Avife  and  three  daughters, 
all  of  whom  were  extremely  beautiful,  attended  on  him,  as  was  the  cus- 
tom. The  dignified  deportment  of  Elswitha,  one  of  the  young  Saxon 
ladies,  and  the  grace  and  elegance  of  her  person,  eclipsed  that  of  her 
sisters  at  supper,  when  waiting  upon  the  King.  Alfred  was  much 
attracted  with  her  charms,  and  praised  her  beauty  in  glowing  terms. 
The  impression  made  upon  him  was  observed  by  Albanac,  who,  when  the 
company  separated  for  the  night,  communicated  his  suspicions  to  his 
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and  became  the  sixth  King  of  England  when  about  twenty- 
one  years  of  age.  In  869  he  married  Ealswitha,  a 
daughter  of  the  Earl  of  Lincolnshire,  and  by  her  he  had 
three  sons  and  three  daughters.  He  died  Oct.  28,  901,  and 
Ealswitha  died  about  904. 

IV.  EADWARD  THE  ELDER,  second  son  of  ^Hred 
the  Great,  succeeded  his  father.  He  was  married  three 
times,  and  it  was  from  the  third  wife  that  Sir  William  de 
Traci  was  descended.  This  third  wife,  Eadgina,  was  a 
daughter  of  Earl  Sigeline,  and  by  her  he  had  two  sons  and 
two  daughters.  She  survived  her  husband  nearly  forty 
years,  dying  Aug.  25,  963, 

wife.  The  King,  on  his  part,  at  retiring,  had  confided  to  Ethelbert  his 
admiration  of  Elswitha,  who,  with  a  courtier's  tact,  approved  of  his 
choice.  Next  morning,  when  day  broke,  Albanac  presented  himself  at  the 
door  of  his  royal  guest,  requesting  immediate  admittance.  The  King 
bade  him  enter ;  on  which,  to  his  surprise,  he  beheld  Albanac,  with  a 
drawn  sword  in  his  hand,  conducting  his  three  daughters,  who,  clad  in 
the  deepest  mourning,  seemed  overwhelmed  with  the  most  poignant  dis- 
tress. '  What  is  it  I  see?  '  exclaimed  Alfi-ed.  '  A  father,'  returned  Al- 
banac, '  whose  honor  is  more  dear  to  him  than  life  itself.  You  are  my 
King  and  I  am  your  subject,  but  not  your  slave.  You  are  well  acquainted 
with  my  illustrious  ancestors,  and  it  is  now  proper  you  should  know 
my  sentiments.  Last  night  you  discovered  a  particular  attraction  in  my 
daughter.  If  you  have  conceived  the  idea  of  dishonoring  my  house  you 
see  the  sword  that  shall  in  an  instant  sacrifice  these  unhappy  victims, 
willing  to  sacrifice  themselves;  but  if  a  pure  flame  is  kindled  in  your 
breast,  my  alliance  will  not  disgrace  the  crown :  choose,  therefore,  and 
name  her  that  is  born  to  such  distinguished  honor ! ' 

"  This  somewhat  abrupt  proceeding,  the  legend  goes  on  to  say,  did  not 
displease  Alfred,  who,  appreciating  the  noble  and  daring  courage  of  the 
father  of  Elswitha,  immediately  professed  his  readiness  to  make  her  his 
wife,  and  she  was  soon  afterwards  Queen.  That  the  King  had  chosen  his 
partner  wisely,  was  proved  by  subsecjuent  events.  Elswitha  was  virtuous 
and  amiable,  and  inspired  her  noble  husband  with  a  lasting  aflection  for 
her."  {Lives  of  the  Queens  of  England  before  the  Norman  Conquest.  — Hall.) 
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V.  EADMUND  I.,  eldest  sou  of  Eadward  the  Elder  hy 
his  third  wife,  succeeded  his  half  brother,  King  ^thelstan, 
and  reigned  until  he  was  assassinated,  May  26,  946.  In  the 
first   year  of    his  reign   (940)  he    married   JElfgifu    {the 

fairies'  gift),  and  had  by  her  two  sons.     He  was  succeeded 
by  his  brother  Eadred,  who  reigned  until  955. 

VI.  EADGAR,  the  second  son  of  Eadmund  I.,  born  in 
943,  succeeded  to  the  crown  in  959.  He  married  in  961 
iExHELFL^DA  THE  Fair,  daughter  of  Earl  Ordmar.  By 
her  he  had  one  son,  Eadward,  born  about  962,  who  suc- 
ceeded him  in  975,  and  afterwards  became  known  as 
Eadward  the  Martyr.  For  a  second  wife  he  married  (964) 
JElfthryth,  a  daughter  of  Ordgar,  Duke  of  Devonshire, 
and  widow  of  Earl  ^Ethelwold,  and  by  her  had  two  sons  : — 

Eadmund,  born  in  965  and  died  in  cMldhood. 
-iEthelred,  born  in  967,  and  succeeded  his  lialf  brother,  Edward 
the  Martyr. 

Note.  The  first  wife  of  Edward  the  Elder  was  Ecguina,  the 
daughter  of  a  shepherd,  and  by  her  he  had  two  sons  and  one  daughter. 

JEthelstan,  his  successor,  reigned  925-940. 

Alfred,  died  during  the  lifetime  of  his  father. 

Eadith,  married  Selrick,  the  Danish  King  of  Northumberland, 

and  afterwards  became  the  Abbess  of  Tamworth  and  was 

known  as  "  Sister  Beatrice.'' 

The  second  wife  was  Ealfleda,  a  daughter  of  Earl  ^Ethel- 
helme,  and  by  her  he  had  two  sons  and  six  daughters. 

Ealsward,  died  about  925. 

Eadwin,  drowned  during  reign  of  his  half  brother,  ^thelstan. 

Ealfleda,  Abbess  of  Ramsey.

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VII.  iETHELRED  II.,  called  "The  Unready,"  suc- 
ceeded to  the  crown  in  978,  upon  the  assassination  of  his 
half  brother,  Eadward  the  Martyr.  He  married,  when 
about  seventeen  years  of  age,  Ealfleda,  daughter  of 
the  Erldorman  Thored.  His  second  wife  was  Emma  of 
Normandy,*  the  youngest  daughter  of  Richard  the  Fear- 
less, third  Duke  of  Normandy.  By  his  wife,  Queen  Emma, 
he  had  two  sons  and  one  daughter  :  —

IX.  RUDOLF  DE  MANTES,  the  second  son  of  the 
Count  of  Mantes  by  his  wife,  the  Princess  Goda,  was  lord 
of  the  Manor  of  Sudeley  and  of  Toddington,  which  he  in- 
herited from  his  mother.  He  was  created  Earl  of  Hereford 
by  his  uncle,  Eadward  the  Confessor,  of  which  earldom  his 
son  was  deprived  in  the  reign  of  William  the  Conqueror. 
In  the  year  1051  he  was  admiral  of  fifty  ships  of  the  Idng's 
navy.  He  married  Gethe,  who  held  lands  in  her  own 
right  in  Buckinghamshire,  and  who  in  Doomsday  Book  is 
called  "  Gethe,  wife  of  Earl  Rudolph  J"  He  died  Dec.  21, 
1057,  and  was  buried  at  Peterborough. 

X.  HAROLD  DE  MANTES,  Earl  of  Hereford,  and  only 
son  of  Rudolf  de  Mantes  and  his  wife,  Gethe,  married 
Matilda,   daughter  of   Hugh-Lupus, f  the   Earl   of   Ches- 

*  Dreux,  who  -was  Count  of  Vixin,  in  France,  is  called  by  English 
historians  "Walter  de  Mantes,  Count  of  Mantes.  He  was  a  great-grandson 
of  Waleran,  who  succeeded  Hugh  the  Great,  Duke  of  France,  as  Count 
of  Vixin,  in  9.")6.

Note.  Although  surnames,  as  personal  soubriquets,  were  known  in 
England  from  a  very  early  period,  hereditary  surnames  seem  not  to  have 
been  in  use  until  after  the  Norman  Conquest,  and  not  in  general  use  until 
the  beginning  of  the  fifteenth  century.  During  the  eleventh,  twelfth,  and 
thirteenth  centuries  surnames  were  taken  up  in  a  very  gradual  manner 
by  the  descendants  of  both  Saxons  and  Normans.  By  the  middle  of  the 
twelfth  century  families  of  rank  considered  a  surname  a  necessary  appen- 
dage to  distinguish  them  from  those  of  meaner  extraction.  In  France 
and  Normandy  it  was  customary  for  the  eldest  sons  to  take  their  fathers' 
surnames  or  the  names  of  their  fathers'  estates,  while  the  younger  sons 
assumed  the  names  of  the  estates  allotted  to  them.  This  plan  seems  to 
have  been  introduced  into  England  by  the  Normans,  and  there  prevailed 
for  some  time. 
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VIII. 

THE  TRACY  LINE. 

Through  Grace  de  Tragi,  Daughter  and  Hehiess  of  Henri  de 
Tragi,  Feudal  Lord  of  Barnstaple  in  Devonshire. 

I.  THE  SIRE  1)E  TRACI  was  a  Norman  baron,  and  an 
officer  in  the  army  with  which  William,  Duke  of  Normandy, 
invaded  England.  He  is  mentioned  in  Wace's  account  of 
the  battle  of  Hastings  {fought  at  Senlac,  near  Hastings , 
Oct.  14,  1066)  ;  and  his  name  also  appears  on  the  existing 
copies  of  the  "Roll  of  Battel  Abbey,"  and  the  lists  of 
Norman  noblemen  who  accompanied  William  into  England. 
The  Duchess  of  Cleveland,  in  her  work  entitled,  ''The  Boll 
of  Battle  Abbey,"  states  that  the  name  is  derived  from  the 
castle  and  barony  of  Traci,  near  Vire,  Arrondissement  of  Caen. 
Planche  writes  that  ' '  the  family  does  not  appear  to  have 
been  of  much  importance  in  England  before  the  time  of  Iving 
Stephen,  who  bestowed  upon  Henry  de  Traci  the  Honour  of 
Barnstaple  in  Devonshire ;  but  the  first  of  the  name  we  hear 
of  is  Turgis,  or  Turgisius,  de  Traci,  who,  with  William  de 
la  Ferte,  was  defeated  and  driven  out  of  Maine  by  Fulk  de 
Rechin,  Count  of  Anjou,  in  1073,  and  who  was,  therefore, 
in  all  probability,  the  Sire  de  Traci  in  the  army  of 
Hastings." 

Note.  —  The  "  Roll  of  Battel  Abbey."  By  order  of  "William,  a  monas- 
tery was  erected  on  the  very  spot  where  he  had  gained  that  decisive  vic- 
tory which  gave  him  the  crown  of  England,  from  which  circumstance  it 
was  called  "  Battel  Abbey."  The  names  of  those  who  had  fought  with 
him  were  inscribed  on  a  roll  and  placed  in  the  abbey. 
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II.  HENRI  DE  TRAGI,*  a  son  of  the  Sire  de  Traci, 
seems  to  have  settled  in  the  Count}'  of  Devon,  and  was  the 
only  man  of  noble  biith  in  that  county  who  stood  firm  to 
the  ting  during  the  invasion  of  the  Empress  Maud,  and,  as 
he  was  an  "excellent  soldier,"  he  rendered  considerable 
service  "in  those  western  parts."  As  a  recognition  of  his 
loyalty.  King  Stephen  gave  him  the  "  Honour  and  Barony 
of  Barnstaple,"  which  formerly  had  been  enjoyed  by  label, 
the  son  of  Alured  de  Torneis.  He  died  about  1146,  leaving 
a  daughter,  Grace,  who  inherited  his  possessions. 

III.  GRACE  DE  TRACI,t  daughter  and  heiress  of 
Henri  de  Traci,  lord  of  Barnstaple,  married,  about  1130, 
John  de  Sudeley,  lord  of  Sudeley  and  Toddington,  and 
son  of  Harold  de  Mantes,  Earl  of  Hereford,  and  had 
issue  :  — 

Ralph  de  Sudeley,  the  heir  and  successor  of  his  father,  and 

founder  of  the  Priory  of  Erdburie. 
Wllliaji  de  Tkaci,  "\Tho  inherited  from  his  mother,  and  assumed 

her  family  name. 

IV.  SIR  WILLIAM  DE  TRACI,  the  second  son,  lived 
in  the  reign  of  Hemy  II.,  and  held  lands  of  his  1)rother, 
Ralph  de  Sudeley,  by  one  knight's  fee.  This  holding  was 
the  Manor  of  Todding-ton,  for  it  appears  by  "Domesday 
Book  "  that  it  was  held  by  the  Lord  Sudeley,  of  the  ]\Ianor 
of  Sudeley,  and,  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I.,  the  Tracys  are 
expressly  said  to  be  possessed  of  it :  and  this  WiUiam,  in  a

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deed  of  Otwell,  Lord  of  Sudeley,  son  and  heir  of  the  said 
Ealph,  is  called  his  uncle.  Sir  William  was  one  of  the  four 
knights  who,  in  1170,  at  the  instigation  of  King  Henry  II., 
assassinated  Thomas  a  Becket,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury. 
Fuller,  in  his  "  Worthies  of  England"  names  the  assassin  as 
"  Sir  William  Tracy,  of  Toddington"  and  describes  him 
as  "  a  man  of  high  birth,  state  and  stomach,  a  favorite  of  the 
king's,  and  his  daily  attendant."  In  the  nineteenth  year  of 
the  reign  of  Henry  II.  (1171),  he  was  created  "Jus- 
ticiary "  of  Normandy,  and  we  know  that  for  a  time  he  per- 
formed the  duties  of  that  office,  for  he  was  present  at  Falaise 
in  1174,  when  William,  King  of  Scotland,  did  homage  to 
Henry  II.,  and  in  1176  he  was  succeeded  in  his  office  by  the 
Bishop  of  Winchester.  Subsequently,  Sir  William  returned 
to  England.  During  the  reign  of  King  John  he  appeared 
in  arms  against  his  sovereign  with  the  other  rebellious 
barons,  and  in  consequence  his  lands  were  confiscated  by  the 
crown.  At  the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  Henry  III.,  how- 
ever, these  lands  were  restored  to  him,  as  is  shown  by  a  roll, 
dated  at  Westminster,  Nov.  18,  second  year  of  the  reign  of 
Henry  III.  (1218).  During  the  latter  part  of  his  life 
he  seems  to  have  repented  of  the  murder  of  the  archbishop, 
for  he  founded  and  endowed  a  chapel  to  Thomas  a  Becket, 
in  the  Conventual  Church  at  Tewkesbury. 

"There  exists  a  generally  received  tradition,"  writes  the 
Duchess  of  Cleveland,  "  that  he  retired  to  his  estates  in  the 
West  of  England,  where  'he  lived  a  private  life,  when 
the  wind  and  weather  turned  against  him  ' ;  and  according 
to  the  local  history  of  his  native  County  of  Gloucester, 
reached  the  good  old  age  of  ninety.  His  residence  was  at 
Morthoe,  close  to  WooUacomb  Bay,  and  the  worthy  folks  of 
Devonshire  aver  that  his  tormented  spirit  may,  even  now, 
be  heard  moaning  and  lamenting  on  the  WooUacomb  sands, 
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where  it  is  doomed  to  wander  restlessly  to  and  fro,  toiling 
to  '  make  bundles  of  sand  and  wisps  of  the  same  '  for  all 
time  to  come.  He  was,  it  is  said,  buried  at  Morthoe,  where 
an  effigy,  by  some  believed  to  be  his,  remains  in  the 
church." 

Sir  William  de  Traci  died  at  Morthoe,  County  of  Devon, 
in  1224.  By  Hawise  de  Born,  his  wife,  he  left  a  son  and 
heir  and  two  daughters. 

V.  SIR  HENRY  DE  TRACY  of  Toddington,  County 
of  Gloucester,  his  eldest  son  and  heir,  died  about  the  year 
1246,  leaving  a  daughter  and  two  sons  :  — 

Margery,  wife  of  Maurice  de  Stanlinch. 
Henry,  his  heir. 

Thomas,   who  became,    "jure  uxoris  Isoldae  de  Cardinan,"    of 
Restormel  Castle,  Cornwall. 

VI.  SIR  HENRY  DE  TRACY  of  Toddington  appears 
in  a  charter,  July  26,  1260,  and  was  summoned  to  perform 
military  service  at  Carmarthen,  in  the  eleventh  year  of  the 

Note.  —  "  Sir  William  de  Traci  and  his  posterity  diflerenced  their  coat 
armour  from  the  elder  house  of  Sudeley  by  adding  an  escallop  shell 
between  the  two  beudlets."     (Herald's  College.) 

NoTK.  —  Woollacomb-Tracy,  Bovey-Tracy,  Nymet-Tracy,  Newton- 
Tracy,  and  Bradford-Tracy,  in  Devonshire,  still  bear  Sir  William's 
surname. 

Note.  — The  Oliver  de  Tracy  who  was  living  in  1184,  and  who,  in  the 
older  editions  of  "  Burke,"  is  given  as  the  sou  of  Sir  William,  and  whom 
Sir  Harris  Nicholas  makes  a  son  of  Sir  Henry,  was  a  son  of  Sir  Gervase 
Courtenay.  This  Sir  Gervase  Courtenay  married  one  of  the  daughters  of 
Sir  William  de  Traci,  and  one  of  his  sons,  Oliver,  assumed  the  family 
name  of  his  mother. 

Note.  —  It  will  be  observed  that  the  surname  of  Sir  Henry,  son  of  Sir 
William,  is  written  "  de  Tracy  "  instead  of  "  de  Traci,"  the  change  having 
been  made  by  him.  His  grandson,  Sir  William,  omitted  the  "  de."  Some 
writers  spell  the  name  "Tracey."    It  has  also  been  written  "Tracye."

VII.  SIR  WILLIAM  TRACT  of  Toddington,  who  is 
recorded  amonff  the  knijjhts  of  Gloucestershire  in  the  seven- 
teenth  year  of  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  (1288),  and  with  Ralph 
de  Sudeley,  his  kinsman,  is  stated  to  have  had  a  command 
in  the  Scottish  war.     He  left  a  son  and  heir,  — 

VIII.  SIR  WILLIAM  TRACY  of  Toddingion,  who  was 
in  ward  to  Laurence  Tresham  in  the  twenty-ninth  year  of 
the  reign  of  Edward  I.  (1300).  At  the  beginning  of  the 
reign  of  Edward  II.  (1307)  he  was  at  the  tournament  at 
Dunstable,  as  appears  by  an  old  drawing  of  a  knight  in 
armour,  bearing  a  standard,  upon  which  are  the  arms  of  the 
family.  In  the  seventeenth  3'^ear  of  the  same  reign  he  was 
appointed,  jointly  with  John  Bermansel,  High  Sheriff  of 
Gloucestershire,  which  office  in  those  times  was  of  great 
importance  and  authority.  He  was  twice  elected  to  Par- 
liament as  one  of  the  kinghts  of  Gloucestershire.  In  a  roll 
of  the  nobles  of  England,  dated  at  Berwick,  June  30,  1315, 
appears  the  name  of  William  Tracy.  Sir  William  left  a 
daughter  and  a  son  and  heir :  — 

Margery,  wife  of  John  Archer,  of  Umberslade. 
William,  bis  heir. 

IX.  WILLIAM  TRACY,  Esquire,  of  Toddington.  In 
the  seventh  year  of  the  reign  of  Edward  HI.  (1333),  a 
mandate  was  issued  to  this  William  Tracy  and  to  Thomas 
Berkeley  of  Coberle,  to  raise  three  hundred  men  from  the 
forest  of  Dene  and  two  hundred  men  in  the  County  of 
Gloucester.     He  died  leaving  a  son  and  heir,  — 
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X.  SIR  JOHN  TRACY  of  Toddington,  Knight  of 
Gloucestershire,  thirty-second  year  of  the  reign  of  Edward 
III.  (1358).  For  five  years  in  succession,  commencing 
in  1358,  he  was  sheriff  of  the  county.  He  died  in  1363, 
leaving  three  children  :  — 

John,  bis  heir  and  successor. 
Margaret,  wife  of  Sir  TLiomas  do  Langley,  Knt. 
Dorothy,*  -wife  of  Edmond  Bray,  of  Barrington,  in   Glouces- 
tershire. 

XI.  SIR  JOHN  TRACY  of  Toddington,  Member  of 
Parliament  and  sheriff  for  Gloucestershire.  He  died  in 
1379,  leaving  two  children  :  — 

William,  his  heir  and  successor. 
Margaret,  wife  of  Robert  Fitz-Elys. 

XII.  WILLIAM  TRACY,  Esquire,  of  Toddington,  was 
the  High  Sheriff  of  Gloucestershire  in  1395.  He  died  in 
1399,  leaving  a  son  and  heir,  — 

XHI.  WILLIAM  TRACY,  Esquire,  of  Toddington,  was 
called  to  the  Privy  Council  of  Henry  IV.,  as  appears  by  a 
private  letter,  still  extant,  written  by  the  king  in  the  most 
flattering  terms,  and  dated  21  July,  1401,  ''from  my  manor 
of  Sutton.'"  In  the  fifth  year  of  the  reign  of  Henry  V. 
(1417),  he  was  appointed  the  High  Sheriff  t)f  Glouces- 
tershire. Two  years  later  (7th  Henry  V.),  being  "one 
of  those  persons  of  quality  in  the  county  of  Gloucester  who 
bearing  ancient  arms  from  his  ancestors,  and  holding  by 
tenure,"  he  had  summons  "to  serve  the  king  in  person  for 
defense  of  the  relm." 

*  In  the  Tracy  Records  the  name  of  Sir  John's  third  child  is  not  given, 
but  in  the  records  of  the  Brays  of  Barrington  she  is  named,  and  it  is 
stated  that  she  was  a  daughter  of  Sir  John  Tracy  of  Toddington. 
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He  married  Alice,  the  widow  of  William  Gifford,  and 

the  eldest  daughter  and  co-heiress  of  Sir  Guy  de  la  Spine,* 

Knt.,   Lord  of   Coughton,   County  of    Warwick,   and  had

XIV.  WILLIAM  TRACY,  Esquire,  of  Toddin.gton,  was 

the  Sheriff  of  Gloucestershire  during  the  twenty-second  and 

twenty-third  years  of  the  reign  of  Henry  VI.     He  married 

Margery,  a  daughter  of  Sir  John  Pauncefort,!  Knt.,  by 

his  wife,  a  daughter  of  Sir  Andrew  Herle.     He  died  in 

1460,  leaving  two  sons  and  a  daughter  :  — 

Henry,  his  heir. 
Richard. 

Margery,  wife  of  Thomas  Mylle,  Esq.,  of  Horscombe,  County 
of  Salop. 

XV.  HENRY  TRACY,  Esquire,  of  Toddington,  the 
eldest  son,  married  Alice,  daughter  a  ad  co-heir  of  Thomas 
Baldington,  Esquire,  of  Alderley,  Cc-ua^.y  of  Oxford.  He 
died  about  1506,   leaving  issue  :  — 

William,  his  heir. 

Richard,  who  married  and  had  issue. 

Ralph,  "  A  monke  and  prior  of  the  Charterhowse  by  Syon  and 
was  there  slayne  by  Goodwyn  a  monke  of  the  same  howse." 

Anne,  who  married,  (1)  William  Wye;  (2)  Thomas  Mannington. 

Elizabeth,  who  married,  (1)  Langley;  (2)  Sir  Alex- 
ander Baynham. 

XVI.  SIR  WILLIAM  TRACY,  of  Toddington,  the  eld- 
est son,  was  the  Sheriff  of  Gloucestershire  during  the  fifth 
year  of  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII.  (1513).  "He  was 
a  gentleman  of    excellent  parts   and    sound   learning,   and

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is  memorable  for  being  one  of  the  lirst  who  embraced  the 

reformed  religion  in  England,  as  appears  by  his  last  will, 

dated   22    Henry  YIII.   (1530)."      After  his  decease,  this 

will   was    condemned   in    the  Bishop    of    London's    Court, 

and  an   order  sent  to  Parker,  Chancellor  of  AVorcester,   to 

raise  his  body  (1532).     But  the  chancellor  too  officiously 

burned   the    corpse,    the    recorder    only    warranting    him 

to  raise  the  body  according  to  the  law  of  the  church.     In 

consequence  he  was  afterwards  fined  £400  and  turned  out 

of  the  chancellorship.     Sir  AYilliam  married  Margaret,  a 

daughter  of  Sir  Tho:has  Throckmorton,  of  Cross  Court,  in 

Gloucestershire.     He  died  about  1531,  leaving  issue  :  — 

William,*  Ms  heir,  who  married  Agnes,  a  daughter  of  Simon 

Digbye. 
Robert,  who  died  sine  prole. 

Richard,  who  received  from  his  father  the  Manor  of  Stanway.

Sir  William's  famous  will  is  a  curious  document,  —  most 
characteristic  of  the  times,  —  and  the  first  portion  of  it  reads 
as  follows  :  —

I,  WILLIAM  TRACY,  of  Toddingtou,  iu  the  Coimty  of 
Gloucester,  make  my  Testament  aud  last  Will,  as  hereafter 
foUoweth  : 

Fhst  and  before  all  things  I  commit  my  self  to  God,  aud  to  his 
Mercy,  believing,  without  any  doubt  or  Mistrust,  that  by  his 
Grace,  and  the  Merits  of  Jksus  Christ,  and  by  the  virtue  of  his 
Passion  and  Resurrection,  I  have,  and  shall  have,  Remission  of  all 
my  vSins,  and  Resurrection  of  Body  aud  Soul,  according  as  it  is 
written  : 

*  "William  was  ancestor  of  Viscoimt  Tracy  of  Rathcoole,  in  tlie  peerage 
of  Ireland,  and  of  Robert  Tracy,  Avho  was  one  of  the  English  jndges  from 
1700  to  172G. 
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^^  I  believe  that  mil  Redeemer  livetJi,  and  that  at  the  last  day  I 
shall  rise  out  of  the  Earth,  and  in  my  Flesh  shall  see  my  Saviour." 
This  my  hope  is  laid  up  in  my  bosom. 

And  touching  the  Wealth  of  my  Soul,  the  faith  that  I  have 
taken  and  rehearsed,  is  sufficient,  as  I  suppose,  without  any  other 
Man's  Works  or  Merits.  My  Ground  and  Belief  that  there  is  but 
one  God,  and  one  Mediator  between  God  and  Man,  which  is  Jesus 
Christ  ;  so  that  I  accept  none  other  in  Heaven  or  in  Earth  to  be 
Mediator  between  me  and  God,  but  only  Jesus  Christ  ;  all  others 
to  be  but  as  Petitioners  in  receiving  of  Grace,  but  none  able  to 
give  Influence  of  Grace ;  and  therefore  will  I  bestow  no  part  of  my 
goods  for  that  Intent,  that  any  man  shall  say  or  do  to  help  my 
soul,  for  therein  I  trust  only  to  the  promises  of  Christ,  "-f/e  that 
believeth,  and  is  ha2)tized,  shall  be  saved,  and  he  that  believeth  not, 
shall  be  damned." 

As  touching  the  burying  of  my  body,  it  availeth  me  not  what- 
soever be  done  thereto ;  for  St.  Augustine  saith,  De  Cura  agenda 
pro  Mortuis,  that  the  Funeral  Pomps  are  rather  the  Solace  of  them 
that  live,  than  the  Wealth  and  Comfort  of  them  that  are  dead,  and 
therefore  I  remit  it  only  to  the  discretion  of  my  Executors. 

And  touching  the  distribution  of  my  temporal  Goods,  my  pur- 
pose is,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  to  bestow  them  to  be  accepted  as 
the  Fruits  of  Faith  ;  so  that  I  do  not  suppose  that  my  Merit  shall 
be  by  the  Good  bestowing  of  them,  but  my  Merit  is  the  Faith  of 
Jesus  Christ  only,  by  whom  such  Works  are  good;  according  to 
the  words  of  our  Lord:  ^'' I  was  hungry  and  thou  gave  st  me  Meat, 
&c."  And  it  followeth,  '•^That  which  ye  have  done  to  the  least  of 
my  Brethren;  ye  have  done  it  to  me:  "  and  ever  we  should  consider 
the  true  saying,  "  That  a  good  Work  maketh  not  a  good  man,  but 
a  good  man  maketh  a  good  work ;  for  Faith  maketh  a  man  both 
good  and  righteous,  for  a  righteous  man  liveth  by  Faith,  and  what- 
soever springeth  not  of  Faith,  is  Sin." 
For  my  Temporal  Goods  .  .   . 

Note.  —  The  passages  from  Scripture  which  appear  in  Sir  William 
Tracy's  will  were  probably  quoted  from  memory. 
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XVII.  RICHARD  TRACY,  Esquire,  of  Stanway,  the 
third  son,  obtained  from  his  father  the  Manor  of  Stanway, 
in  the  County  of  Gloucester,  part  of  the  lands  of  the  Abbey 
of  Tewksbury,  which  came  into  the  family  by  gi'ant  from 
the  crown.  "  This  Richard,"  says  an  old  writer,  "  was  well 
educated,  and  wrote  learnedly  of  his  father's  faith  several 
treatises  in  the  English  tongue,  and  the  most  remarkable 
one,  entitled  ^Preparations  to  the  Cross,'  written  experiment- 
ally, having  suffered  nmch  in  his  estate  for  his  father's 
reputed  heretical  will :  he  also  wrote  prophetically,  1550 
(a  few  years  before  the  beginning  of  Queen  Mary's 
reign),  another  treatise,  '  To  Teach  One  to  Die,'  which,  with 
his  'Preparations  to  the  Cross,'  which  was  reprinted,  and 
falsely  ascribed  by  the  editor  to  be  composed  liy  John  Frith, 
being  one  of  the  three  that  was  found  in  the  belly  of  a  cod 
brought  into  the  market  to  be  sold  at  Cambridge,  A.  D. 
1626,  wrapped  about  with  canvas,  very  probably  what  that 
voracious  fish  plundered  out  of  the  pocket  of  some  ship- 
wrecked seaman."  In  the  second  year  of  the  reign  of 
Queen  Elizabeth  (1560),  Richard  Tracy  was  the  Sheriff 
of  Gloucestershire.  He  married  Barbara  Lucy,  a  pupil  of 
Fox,  the  martyrologist,  and  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Lucy,* 
Knt.,  of  Charlecote,  in  Warwickshire.  By  her  he  had  three 
sons  and  three  daughters.  He  died  in  1569.  (Records  of 
Gloucestershire. ) 

Hester,  who  married  "  Roland  Smarte." 

Nathaniel,  who  was    Sheriff  of    Gloucestershire  about  158fi,  and 
who  probably  died  sine  prole  previous  to  1623. 

Susan,  who  married,  flrst,  "  Edward  Barker  of  Rogester,"  and,  sec- 
ond, "  Sir  Henry  Billingsley,  Knt.,  and  Alderman  of  London," 

Judith,  who  married  "  Francis  Throgmorton." 

Paul,  who  succeeded  to  the  Manor  of  Stanway. 

Samuel,  of    Clifford,   Herefordshire,  and  who  married  Catherine, 
a  daughter  of  "  Thomas  Smythe  of  Campden."

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XVIII.  SIR  PAUL  TRACY,  Bart.,  eventually  came 
into  possession  of  the  Manor  of  Stan  way.  He  was  created 
a  baronet,  June  29,  1611,  by  King  James  I.,  "being  the 
thirteenth  created  from  the  institution  of  the  order.  He 
married,  first,  Anne,  daughter  and  lieiress  of  Raffe 
{Ralph)  Sharkerley,  of  Ayno-on-the-Hill,  County  of 
Northampton,  by  Alice,  daughter  and  heiress  of  Hugh 
Radcliff.  This  wife  died  in  1615.  {Records  of  Glouces- 
tershire.) His  second  wife  was  Anna,  daughter  and  heiress 
of  Sir  Ambrose  Nicholas,  Knt.,  Lord  Mayor  of  London. 
This  wife  died  in  1625.  {Parish  Register.)  By  his  first 
wife  twenty-one  children  were  born,  but  by  his  second  wife 
there  was  no  issue.  Sir  Paul  died  in  1626  {Records  of 
Gloucestershire),  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  sou. 

His  children  by  his  first  wife  were  :  — 

Richard,  born  about  1587;  married,  about  1610,  Anne,  daughter 
of  Sir  Thomas  Coningsby  of  Hampton,  County  of  Hereford, 
and  was  the  heir  and  successor  to  his  father.  His  eldest  son, 
Humphrey,  was  born  in  1612,  according  to  the  official  records 
in  the  Herald's  College,  but  the  family  record  says  "  1616." 
He  had  two  other  sons,  Richard  and  John.  Each  of  his  sons 
succeeded  to  the  title  in  turn.

Elizabeth,  ■wife  of  Gyles  Carter  of  Sewell,  County  of  Gloucester. 

Hester,  wife  of  Francis  Kerle  of  Much-Marcle,  County  of 
Hereford. 

Paul,  of  "Pickadille  Hall,  nigh  James  Court,"  County  of  Middle- 
sex, married,  first,  Margaret,  daughter  of  Phillip  Moyse  of 
Bansted,  County  of  Surrey ;  second,  Mary,  daughter  of  George 
Limiter  of  Canterbury,  in  Kent. 

Susan,  died  unmarried. 

Barbara,  wife  of  Richard  Smith  of  the  Middle  Temple. 

SusAJSTNA,  died  unmarried. 

Alexander. 

Alice. 

Lucy,  born  about  1603;  wife  of  Bray  Ayleworth,  County  of 
Gloucester. 

Margaret,  died  unmarried. 
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Sharkerley,  died  si7ie  prole. 

Susan  (2),  born  about  1G06;  married  to  William  Price  of  Win- 
chester, one  of  the  grooms  of  the  King's  Privy  Chamber. 
She  died  March  13,  1632,  "  before  she  had  been  married  full 
14  weeks."

THE  THROCKMORTONS. 

Ancestors  of  Margaret  Throckmorton,  wife  of  Sir  William 
Tracy  of  Toddington. 

Throckemertonia,  Throckmorton,  or  the  Rockmoor 
Town,  from  which  the  family  of  Throckjviorton  obtained 
its  name,  is  situated  in  the  vale  of  Evesham,  in  the  Parish 
of  Fladbury,  anciently  written  Flandenhurgh,  County  of 
Worcester,  and  was  a  manor  containing  two  hamlets,  Hull 
{Hill)  and  Moor. 

I.  JOHN  OF  THROCKMORTON  was  in  possession  of 
and  was  the  lord  of  said  manor  in  1130,  and  it  is  believed 
that  the  family  possessed  it  before  the  Norman  invasion. 
The  etymology  of  the  name  is  British,  or  Saxon.  From 
this  John  we  pass  to  his  descendant, — 

II.  JOHN  THROCKMORTON,  Lord  of  Throckmorton, 
in  the  thirteenth  year  of  the  reign  of  Edward  III.  (1339). 
He  had  in  marriage  Agnes,*  daughter  and  heiress  of  Sir 
Richard  Abberbury,  of  Abberbury,  in  the  County  of 
Oxford,  and  had  issue. 

HI.  SIR  THOMAS  THROCKMORTON,  the  eldest  son, 
was  of  the  retinue  of  the  Earl  of  Warwick,  in  the  twen- 
tieth year  of  the  reign  of  Richard  II.  (1396)  was  Escheator 
of  Worcestershire  in  the  third  year  of  the  reign  of  Henry 
IV.,  and  in  the  sixth  year  of  the  same  reign  he  was  Con- 
stal)le  of  Elmley  Castle.  He  married  Agnes  Besford, 
an  heiress,  and  left  a  son  and  heir. 

*  This  Agnes,  wife  of  John  Throclcmorton,  and  daughter  of  Sir 
Richard  Abberbury,  is  sometimes  called  "Anne." 
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IV.  SIR  JOHN  THROCKMORTON  was  a  man  of  some 
prominence  during  the  reigns  of  Henry  V.  and  Henry  VI. 
During  the  latter  reign  he  was  the  Under  Treasurer  of  Eng- 
land. His  will  is  dated  at  ^^ London,  12  April,  23  Henry 
VI."  He  bequeathed  his  body  to  be  buried  in  the  parish 
church  of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  at  Fladbury,  requesting  that 
his  executors  should  provide  a  marble  stone  of  such  large- 
ness as  might  cover  as  well  the  graves  of  his  father  and 
mother  as  his  own,  and  that  of  his  wife  in  case  she  should 
determine  to  repose  there.  He  died  in  the  same  year,  as 
appears  by  the  probate,  leaving  Eleanor,  his  wife,  sur- 
viving. She  was  the  daughter  and  co-heiress  of  Sir  Guy 
DE  LA  SriNE,  Lord  of  Coughton,  in  Warwickshire.  By 
this  lady  he  had  three  sons  and  five  daughters. 

V.  SIR  THOMAS  THROCKMORTON,  his  eldest  son 
and  heir,  married  Margaret  Oedney,  and  had  issue.  One 
of  their  daughters,  Margaret,  married  Sir  William 
Tracy,  of  Toddington.  (^Burke's  Extinct,  Forfeited,  and 
Dormant  Baronetcies.) 

Note.  —  In  June,  1682,  Sir  William  Throckmorton,  ninth  in  descent 
from  Sir  Thomas  Throckmorton  and  his  wife,  Margaret  Ordney,  fell  in  a 
duel,  and  the  title  became  extinct.

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THE  CARLOVINGIANS. 

PEPIN  OF  HERISTAL,  called  also  Pepin  le  Gros, 
was  the  stock  of  the  Carlovin^ian  line  of  French  kino's.  He 
was  gTaudson  by  his  mother's  side  to  Pepin  de  Landen,  who 
governed  Austrasia  in  the  reign  of  Dagobert,  and  stood  in 
the  same  relation  by  his  father  to  the  famous  Arnaud,  Arch- 
bishop of  Metz,  who  combined  in  his  own  person  the  charac- 
ters of  a  warrior,  statesman,  diplomatist,  and  prince  of  the 
church.  Upon  the  death  of  Dagobert  II.,  in  680,  Ebroin, 
Mayor  of  the  Palace  of  Neustria,  became  the  legal  governor 
of  the  Austrasians,  who,  however,  preferred  the  hazard  of  a 
contest  in  favor  of  Pepin  to  the  yoke  of  the  well-known 
t}a'ant,  and  a  struggle  was  then  begun,  the  result  of  which 
made  Pepin  of  Heristal  the  virtual  master  of  the  Frank 
monarchy.  While  this  struggle  was  in  progress,  and  even 
after  its  conclusion,  and  the  assassination  of  Ebroin,  Thierry 
reigned  as  the  nominal  king.  Pepin  contented  himself 
with  the  old  title,  "  Mayor  of  the  Palace,"  and  not  only 
propped  up  Thierry  himself,  but  crowned  three  of  his  de- 
scendants after  him,  who,  in  French  history,  are  called  Les 
Rois  Faineans  {Do-nothing  Kings).  The  real  power  was 
firmly  grasped  in  the  hands  of  Pepin,  who  subdued  the 
tributary  princes  by  continual  victories,  and  consolidated 
the  order  of  the  state  without  daring  to  assume  the  pagean- 
try of  it.     He  died  in  714. 

CHARLES-MARTEL,  the  natural  son  of  Pepin  of  Heris- 
tal, succeeded  his  father,  and  took  the  next  step  in  advance, 
which  consisted  in  administering  the  kingdom,  not  with  the 
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title  of  king,  but  that  of  "  Mayor  of  the  Palace,"  and  the 
throne  absolutely  vacant.  Throughout  his  administration 
he  heroically  resisted  the  Saracens  and  checked  the  progress 
of  their  power.     He  died  in  741. 

PEPIN  LE  BREF  {the  Short),  so  named  on  account  of 
his  short  stature,  son  of  Charles-Martel,  was  the  first  king 
of  France  of  the  Carlo vingian  dynasty.  He  succeeded  to 
his  father's  authority  conjointly  with  his  brother  Carloman, 
and,  by  filling  the  throne  with  Childeric,  a  foolish  prince  of 
the  Merovingian  line,  surnamed  "  the  Idiot"  acquired  the 
sanction  necessary  to  support  the  continued  assumption  of 
power  by  his  own  family.  In  746  Carloman  retired  to  a 
monastry  and  Pepin  was  left  without  a  competitor.  The 
pope  and  the  clergy  were  easily  conciliated  in  favor  of  a 
power  which  promised  to  preserve  the  church  from  the  sur- 
rounding anarchy  and  stop  the  progress  of  the  Saracens 
which  had  spread  as  far  as  the  south  of  France.  In  750, 
therefore,  Childeric  was  dethroned,  and  shortly  afterwards 
Pepin  and  his  queen,  Bertha,  were  crowned  by  the  pope  in 
the  Church  of  St.  Denis.  The  king  then  accompanied  the 
pope  on  his  return  into  Italy  at  the  head  of  an  army,  and 
besieging  Astolphus,  king  of  the  Lombards,  in  Pavia,  com- 
pelled him  to  abandon  his  pretensions  to  the  sovereignty  of 
Rome  and  the  exarchate  of  Ravenna.  Pepin  also  was  vic- 
torious in  his  wars  with  the  Saracens,  united  Aquitaine  to 
his  kingdom,  and  waged  successful  war  against  the  Ger- 
man princes.     He  died  in  768. 

CHARLEMAGNE.  "  This  illustrious  prince,  the  restorer 
of  order  and  obedience  in  a  state  of  society  when  only  the 
most  commanding  talents  and  heroic  steadfastness  of  pur- 
pose could  have  availed  him  in  a  struggle  against  anarchy 
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and  ignorance  in  their  worst  forms,  was  the  grandson  of 
Charles-Martel,  and  lived  742-814,  master  of  an  empire 
which  embraced  all  France,  a  part  of  Spain,  more  than 
haK  of  Italy,  and  nearly  all  German3^  To  feel  his  great- 
ness adequatel}'  it  must  be  remembered  that  all  the  ancient 
landmarks  of  social  order  had  been  overthrown  with  the 
colossal  Roman  power,  and  that  the  whole  civilized  world 
was  covered  with  its  ruins  and  infested  with  its  Crimea. 
The  ancient  seat  of  empire  was  divided  among  a  score  of 
petty  tyrants ;  the  Saracens  had  overrun  Spain  and  threat- 
ened the  farther  West ;  the  northern  kingdoms  were  only 
known  as  the  cradle  of  adventurous  annies,  whose  leaders 
in  after  years  organized  the  feudal  governments  of  Europe  ; 
Russia  did  not  even  exist ;  and  England  was  just  emerging 
from  the  confusion  of  the  Heptarchy.  Some  two  centuries 
before,  507-511,  Clovis  had  founded  the  Frankish  monarchy 
and  established  himself  at  Paris,  but  his  power  was  that  of 
an  absolute  military  chief,  and  he  was  succeeded  by  a  line  of 
phantom  kings,  whose  action  is  scarcely  distinguishable 
from  that  of  the  barbarous  fermentation  proceeding  around 
them.  At  length  Pepin-Heristal  and  his  son,  Charles- 
Mai-tel,  slowly  paved  the  way  for  a  new  authority,  the 
former  by  familiarising  men's  minds  with  justice  and  good- 
ness in  the  sovereign,  and  the  latter  by  his  heroic  resistance 
of  the  Saracens,  and  the  promise  of  an  irresistible  power  in 
the  government.  The  successes  of  Charlemagne  were  the 
natural  issue  of  these  circumstances  under  the  command  of 
his  ambition  and  vast  genius,  favored  by  the  compliance  of 
the  popes,  who  were  willing  to  encourage  a  Christian  pro- 
tectorate in  the  West  as  a  counterpoise  to  the  eastern  empire 
of  Irene,  and  the  dreaded  power  of  Haroun-al-Raschid.  A 
catalogue  of  the  principal  events  and  dates  is  all  that  we 
can    give  in  the  space  to  which  we   are  limited.     In   768 
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Charles  succeeded  to  the  government  conjointly  with  his 
brother,  Carloman  ;  and  on  the  death  of  the  latter,  in  771, 
he  became  sole  master  of  France  by  wisely  refusing  to 
divide  the  authority  with  his  nephews.  In  770  he  subdued 
the  revolt  of  Aquitaine.  In  772  he  marched  against  the 
still  idolatrous  Saxons,  and  commenced  a  conflict  which  he 
maintained  for  upwards  of  thirty  years.  In  773  he  crossed 
the  Alps,  and  was  shortly  crowned  King  of  Lombardy,  and 
acknowledged  suzerain  of  Italy  by  the  pope,  with  the  right 
of  confirming  the  papal  elections.  In  778  he  carried  his 
arms  into  Spain,  and  pursued  his  victorious  career  as  far  as 
the  Elbro,  but  was  surprised  on  his  return  in  the  pass  of 
Roncesvalles,  where  many  of  his  knights  perished,  and 
among  the  rest  Orlando,  or  Roland,  his  nephew,  the  hero  of 
Ariosto.  In  780  Louis-le-Debonnaire,  his  youngest  son, 
was  crowned  by  the  pope  King  of  Aquitaine,  and  Pepin,  his 
second  son.  King  of  Lombardy,  both  at  Rome.  Between 
780  and  782  he  visited  a  terrible  retribution  upon  the 
Saxons,  and  compelled  their  chief  to  accept  the  Christian 
baptism.  Towards  790  we  find  him  establishing  seminaries 
of  learning,  and  doing  all  in  his  power  to  elevate  the  charac- 
ter of  the  clergy,  the  most  of  whom  had  hitherto  known 
little  but  the  Lord's  prayer,  besides  engaging  in  projects  for 
the  acceleration  of  commerce,  the  general  improvement  of  the 
people,  and  the  promotion  of  science.  Before  the  end  of 
the  century  he  had  invaded  Pannonia,  and  extended  his  do- 
minions in  this  direction  to  the  mountains  of  Bohemia  and 
the  Raab.  In  800  he  was  crowned  at  Rome,  '  Emperor  of 
the  West '  *  ;  and  in  803  was  negotiating  a  union  with  Irene 

*  "  On  Christmas  day  in  the  last  year  of  the  eighth  century,  Charles  sat 
in  the  seat  of  state,  hearing  mass,  which  was  celebrated  by  the  pope  himself 
at  the  Vatican.  All  the  greatest  Franks  and  Romans  were  tliere.  Sud- 
denly the  pontiff  stepped  forward  to  the  king,  poured  on  his  head  the  holy 
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in  order  to  consolidate  the  Eastern  and  Western  empires, 
when  the  empress  was  dethroned  and  exiled  by  Nicephorus. 
From  this  period  to  his  death,  which  took  place  at  Aix-la- 
Chapelle,  in  the  seventy-first  year  of  his  age,  and  the  forty- 
seventh  of  his  reign,  he  was  engaged  in  fortifying  the  coasts 
of  France  against  the  Northmen,  and  various  matters  relat- 
ing to  the  security''  and  prosperity  of  the  empire,  including 
the  settlement  of  the  succession. 

"  In  person  and  manners  Charlemagne  was  the  perfection 
of  simplicity,  modesty,  frugality,  and,  in  a  word,  of  true 
greatness ;  and,  though  he  was  too  much  given  to  the  society 
of  women,  he  had  the  reputation  of  a  good  father,  a  tender 
husband,  and  a  ijenerous  friend.  He  was  indefatigable  in 
all  the  duties  of  government,  and  whether  in  the  camp  or 
the  court,  had  fixed  hours  for  study,  in  which  he  took  care 
to  engage  his  courtiers  by  forming  them  into  an  academy. 
'For  shame,'  he  exclaimed  to  one  who  came  before  him 
attired  more  elegantly  than  the  occasion  demanded ;  '  dress 
yourself  like  a  man,  and  if  you  would  be  distinguished,  let 
it  be  by  your  merits,  not  by  your  garments.'  His  nearest 
friend  and  companion  was  the  illustrious  Alcuyn,  and  his 
fame  was  so  widely  spread  that  the  only  man,  perhaps,  of 
kindred  genius  of  that  age,  the  great  caliph,  Haroun-al- 
Raschid,  courted  his  good  will,  and  complimented  him  by 
an  embassage  bearing  presents.  Before  his  death  he  con- 
firmed the  succession  in  the  person  of  his  son  Louis,  by  an 
august  ceremony.  Placing  the  imperial  crown  upon  the 
altar,  he  ordered  Louis  to  take  it  with  his  own  hands,  that 
he  might  understand  that  he  wore  it  in  his  own  right,  under 
no  authority  but  that  of  God. 

oil,  and  ci'owned  Wm  with  a  golden  crown.  The  crowd,  not  untutored  to 
be  ready  for  the  occasion,  cried,  '  To  Charles  Augustus  crowned  of  God, 
great  and  peaceful  emperor  of  the  Romans,  life  and  victory ! ' "    (Kitchin.) 
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"  Perhaps  we  cannot  conclude  Ijetter,  by  way  of  further 
illustratinof  the  character  of  Charlemao'ne,  than  with  his  words 
of  advice  to  this  prince  :  '  Love  your  people  as  your  children,' 
said  he  ;  '  choose  your  magistrates  and  governors  from  those 
whose  belief  in  God  will  preserve  them  from  corruption,  and 
see  that  your  own  life  is  blameless.'"     {Elihu  Rich.) 

LOUIS  I.,  called  "  the  Pious"  or  "  le  Dehonnaire"  was 
thirty-five  years  old  when  he  succeeded  his  father.  "  His 
life,  almost  from  the  cradle,  had  been  spent  in  war  and  gov- 
ernment, first  under  wise  and  prudent  guardians,  then  under 
a  wise  and  prudent  wife.  His  father  had  been  a  conqueror, 
a  queller  of  pagans,  fierce  of  temper,  a  man  of  blood ;  he 
would  be  a  man  of  peace,  building  up  instead  of  pulling 
down,  and  ruling  of  all  men  equally.  His  father's  court 
had  been  learned,  Ijut  full  of  rudeness  and  iniquity ;  his 
court  should  be  learned  also,  but  refined  and  pure.  His 
father  had  crushed  the  great  lords ;  he  would  raise  them, 
and  govern  by  them.  The  clergy  should  have  high  authority. 
The  free  Franks  had  sunk  to  serfdom ;  he  would  lift  them 
'  out  of  the  mire,  and  recreate  a  strong  and  faithful  people  as 
a  counterpoise  to  the  lords.  Thus  did  he  begin  his  reign."  * 
But  these  virtues  were  his  dangers.  Amiable  and  pliable, 
he  forgave  when  a  more  prudent  man  would  have  crushed. 
In  consequence,  the  great  domain  welded  together  by  his 
father,  began  to  break  to  pieces.  In  840,  after  passing  a 
great  portion  of  his  life  in  a  wretched  struggle  with  his  sons, 
he  died,  and  the  whole  fabric  of  the  empire  of  Charlemagne 
broke  asunder. 

"  He  was  of  middle  stature,  with  eyes  large  and  clear, 
face  bright  and  intelligent,  his  nose  long  and  straight,  his

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lips  fairl}'  thick,  perhaps  not  firm  enough  in  their  setting. 
He  was  strong-chested,  broad-shouldered,  very  powerful  of 
arm ;  no  man  could  better  handle  bow  or  lance.  He  was 
straight-handed,  straight-lingered  ;  his  legs  long  and  shapely  ; 
his  feet  long  ;  his  voice  manly."  * 

He  married  first  Hermentrude,  and  after  her  death  Judith, 
of  the  house  of  Guelph,  "  a  lady  of  exceeding  beauty,  clever, 
and  ambitious."  f 

His  sons  l)y  his  first  marriage  were  :  — 

Hlothak  (Lothaire),  Emperor  and  King  of  Italy.     Died  in  835. 
Pepin.    Died  in  838. 

Hludwig  {Lotas),  King  of  Bavaria.     Succeeded  liis  brotlier  as 
Emperor  and  King  of  Italy.     Died  in  875. 

By  his  wife  Judith  an  only  son  was  born  :  — 

Charles  II.  (the  Bald),  born  in  823;  King  of  France. 

CHARLES  II.,  called  "the  Bald;'  King  of  France,  was  a 
man  of  some  gifts,  and  was  ambitious.  After  the  death  of 
his  half  brothers,  he  attempted  to  restore  the  empire,  and 
succeeded  in  getting  himseK  crowned  King  of  Italy  by  the 
pope.  He  had  begun  an  intrigue  with  the  German  nobles, 
when,  at  the  request  of  the  pope,  who  was  hard  pressed  by 
the  Saracens  and  other  foes,  he  dropped  his  projects  against 
Germany  and  prepared  an  expedition  into  Italy.  While 
leading  this  expedition  death  overtook  him.  He  died  in  877 
in  a  dilapidated  hut  on  Mont  Cenis.  His  daughter,  Judith, 
by  his  second  wife,  Richeldis  of  Burgundy,  was  married  to 
^thelwulf  of  England.  After  the  death  of  ^Ethelwulf  she 
married  Baldwin  I.,  Count  of  Flanders.:}:

THE  CAPETIANS. 

ROBERT,  surnamed  "the  Strong,'"  is  regarded  as  the 
stock  of  the  Capet  Dynasty.     He  died  in  866. 

ROBERT,  his  son,  received  the  crown  of  France  at  Sois- 
sons,  in  922,  from  the  lords  opposed  to  Charles  the  Simple. 
He  was  killed  in  923. 

HUGH  THE  GREAT,  his  son,  Duke  of  France  and  Bur- 
gundy, and  Count  of  Paris  and  Orleans,  was  never  crowned. 
He  died  in  956. 

HUGH-CAPET,*  his  son,  was  the  founder  of  the  third 
dynasty  of  the  kings  of  France.  He  was  born  in  939, 
crowned  at  Rheims  in  987.  He  died  in  996,  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  his  son. 

ROBERT,  surnamed  "  the  Pious,"  shared  the  throne  with 
his  father  from  988  to  996,  when  he  succeeded  as  the  sole 
king.  He  died  in  1031.  His  daughter,  Adalais  (Alice),  by 
his  wife,  Constance  of  Provence,  was  married  to  Baldwin  V., 
Count  of  Flanders,  and  was  the  mother  of  Matilda,  of  Flan- 
ders, the  wife  of  William  the  Conqueror,  f

THE  DESCENT  OE  BARBARA  LUCY 

From  the  PraxcEss  Gundred,  through  the  Earls  of  "Warren 
AND  Surrey,  the  Earls  of  Norfolk,  the  Lords  de 
Hastings,  and  the  Lords  de  Grey  de  Rlttthn. 

I.  "WILLIAM  DE  WARRENNE,  Eail  of  Warrenne, 
in  Normand}^  a  near  kinsman  of  "William  the  Conqueror, 
came  into  England  with  that  prince,  and,  having  distin- 
suished  himself  at  the  battle  of  Hastino-s,  obtained  an 
immense  portion  of  the  public  spoliation.  He  had  large 
grants  of  lands  in  several  counties,  among  which  were  the 
Barony  of  Lewes,  in  Sussex,  and  the  manors  of  Carletune 
and  Beningtun,  in  Lincolnshire.  So  extensive,  indeed,  were 
those  grants,  that  his  possessions  resembled  more  the  domin- 
ions of  a  sovereign  prince  than  the  estates  of  a  subject. 
He  enjoyed,  too,  in  the  highest  degree,  the  confidence  of  the 
king,  and  was  appointed  joint  justice-general  with  Richard 
de  Benefactis,  for  administering  justice  throughout  the 
whole  realm.  While  in  that  office,  some  great  disturbers  of 
the  public  peace  having  refused  to  appear  before  him  and  his 
colleague,  in  obedience  to  citation,  the  Earl  took  up  arms 
and  defeated  the  rebels  in  a  battle  at  Fagadune,  when,  he  is 
said,  for  the  purpose  of  striking  terror,  to  have  cut  off  the 
right  foot  of  each  of  his  prisoners.  Of  these  rebels,  Ralph 
Wahir,  or  Guader,  Earl  of  Norfolk,  and  Roger,  Earl  of 
Hereford,  were  the  ringleaders.  His  lordship  was  like- 
wise highly  esteemed  by  King  William  Rufus,  and  was 
created  by  that  monarch  Earl  of  Surrey.  He  married 
Gundred,  daughter  of  the  Conqueror,  and  had  issue."  *

Reginald,  one  of  the  adherents  of  Robert  Curthose. 

Gundred-Edith,  married,  first,  to  Girard  de  Garnay,  and,  second, 

to  Drew  de  Monceas. 
Another  daughter  was  married  to  Ernise  de  Colungis. 

The  Princess  Gundred  (Countess  of  Warrenne  and  Sur- 
rey) died  at  Castle  Acre,  in  1085,  and  was  buried  in  the 
Chapter  House  of  Lewes  Priory.  William  de  Warrenne 
(Earl  of  Warrenne  and  Surrey)  died  in  1089, 

II.  WILLIAM  DE  WARRENNE,  Earl  of  Warrenne  and 
second  Earl  of  Surrey.  This  nobleman  joined  Robert  de 
Belesme,  Earl  of  Arundel  and  Shrewsbury,  in  favor  of 
Robert  Curthose,  against  Henry  I.,  and  in  consequence  for- 
feited his  English  earldom  and  estates.  These  were  subse- 
quently restored  to  him,  and  he  became  a  good  and  faithful 
subject  to  King  Henry.  His  lordship  married  Isabel  de 
Vermandois,  widow  of  Robert,  Earl  of  Mellent,  and 
daughter  of  Hugh-Magnus,*  Count  de  Vermandois,  by 
whom  he  had  issue. 

William,  his  successor. 

Reginald,  who,  marrying  Alice,  daughter  and  heir  of  William 

de  Wirmgay,  became  Lord  of  Wirmgay,  in  Norfolk. 
Ralph. 
Gundred,   married   first  to  Roger  de  Newburgh,  Earl  of  War- 

wiclv,    and    second    to    WiUiam    de    Lancaster,     Baron    of 

Kendal. 
Adeline,  married  to  Henry,  son  of  David,  King  of  Scotland. 

The  Earl  died  May  11,  1138,  and  was  succeeded  by  his 
eldest  son. 

III.  WILLIAM  DE  WARRENNE,  Earl  of  Warrenne, 
and  third  Earl  of  Surrey,  zealously  espoused  the  cause  of

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King  Stephen,  and  held  a  high  command  in  the  army  of 
that  monarch  in  the  battle  fought  at  Lincoln  between  him 
and  the  adherents  of  the  Empress  Maud.  His  lordship 
married  Adela,  daughter  of  William  Talvace,  son  of 
Robert  de  Belesm:^,  Earl  of  Shrewsbury,  and  by  her  had 
an  only  daughter  and  heir,  Isabel. 

In  1147  the  Earl  assumed  the  cross,  and  accompanied 
Louis  VIL,  King  of  France,  on  a  crusade  against  the  Sara- 
cens in  the  Holy  Land.  From  this  expedition  he  never 
returned. 

IV.  ISABEL  DE  WARREN,  Countess  of  Surrey,  mar- 
ried first,  William  de  Blois,  a  natural  son  of  King  Stephen, 
who  became,  in  consequence.  Earl  of  Surrey.  This  noble- 
man was  with  Henry  II.  at  the  siege  of  Thoulouse,  and  died 
there  in  1160,  leaving  no  heirs.  His  widow,  Isabel,  mar- 
ried in  1163  Hameline  Plantagexet,  natural  brother  of 
King  Henry  II.,  who  obtained,  jure  uxoris,  the  Earldom  of 
Surrey,  and  assumed  the  surname  and  arms  of  De  Warren. 
This  nobleman  bore  one  of  the  three  swords  at  the  second 
coronation  of  Richard  I.,  and  served  with  distinction  in  the 
army  of  that  monarch  in  Normandy.  He  died  May  7, 
1202,  four  vears  after  the  countess,  havino;  issue. 

"WiLLUJi,  his  successor. 

Adela,  wife  of  Sir  William  Fitzwilliam. 

Maud,  "who  probably  died  unmarried. 

A  daughter,  ■wife  of  Gilbert  de  Aquila.

V.  LADY  ISABEL  PLANTAGENET  was  married  to 
Roger  Bigod,  the  second  Earl  of  Norfolk.  In  the  first 
year  of  the  reign  of  Richard  I.  this  nobleman  was  sent  as 
an   ambassador   from   the   English  monarch   to    Philip   of 
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France,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  aid  in  carrying  on  a 
crusade  against  the  Saracens  in  the  Holy  Land.  "  Upon 
the  return  of  King  Eichard  from  his  captivity,  the  Earl 
of  Norfolk  assisted  at  the  great  council  held  by  the  king 
at  Nottingham ;  and  at  his  second  coronation  his  lord- 
ship was  one  of  the  four  earls  that  carried  the  silken  canopy 
over  the  monarch's  head.  In  the  reign  of  King  John  he  was 
one  of  the  barons  that  extorted  the  great  Charters  of 
Freedom  from  that  prince,  and  was  amongst  the  twenty- 
five  lords  appointed  to  enforce  their  fulfilment." 

The  Earl  died  in  1220  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest 
son.     His  children  by  his  wife,  Lady  Isabel,  were,  — 

Hugh,  Ms  successor,  who  married  Maud,  daughter  of  "William 

Mareschal,  Earl  of  Pembroke. 
"William,  who  married  Margaret,  daughter  of  Robert  de  Sutton. 
Thomas,  who  probably  died  unmarried. 
Margery,  wife  of  William  de  Hastings. 
Adeliza,  wife  of  Alberic  de  Vere,  Earl  of  Oxford. 
Mary,  wife  of  Ralph  Fitz-Robert,  Lord  of  Middleham. 

VI.  LADY  MARGERY  BIGOl),  the  eldest  daughter,  was 
married  to  William  de  Hastings,  son  of  William  de 
Hastings  {steward  to  King  Henry  II.)  and  his  wife  Maud, 
daughter  of  Thurstan  Banaster.  William  de  Hastings, 
the  father,  was  Lord  of  Fillongley,  County  of  Warwick,  and 
was  the  possessor  of  the  manors  of  Aston-Flamville,  County 
of  Leicester,  and  Grissing,  in  Norfolk. 

VII.  HENRY  DE  HASTINGS,  the  only  child  of  William 
by  his  wife  Margery,  married  Ada,*  daughter  of  David, 
Earl  of  Huntingdon,  and  of  Maud,  his  wife,  daughter  of 
Hugh,  Earl  of  Chester,  and  one  of  the  sisters  and  co-heiresses 
of  Ranulph,  Earl  of  Chester,  and  through  her  he  eveutu-

ally  shared  iu  the  great  estates  of   the  earls  of   Chester.

HiLLARIA. 

This  Henry  de  Hastings  attended  King  Henry  IH.  into 
France  in  the  twenty-sixth  3'ear  of  that  monarch's  reign 
(1241),  was  taken  prisoner  at  the  gTeat  defeat  which  the 
English  army  sustained  at  Zante,  but  was  soon  after  re- 
leased. A  few  years  afterward  he  accompanied  Richard, 
Earl  of  Cornwall,  into  France,  whither  the  said  earl  pro- 
ceeded at  that  period  with  a  splendid  retinue,  but  for  what 
purpose  does  not  appear.  About  the  close  of  the  same  year, 
1250,  Henry  de  Hastings  died,*  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son. 

VIH.  HENRY  DE  HASTINGS,  being  a  minor  at  the 
time  of  his  father's  death,  his  wardship  was  granted  to  Guy 
de  Lazinian,f  a  half  brother  to  King  Henry  HI.  This  Henry 
de  Hastings,  in  the  forty-fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  Henry 
III.  (1259),  was  summoned  to  be  at  Shrewsbury,  with  horse 
and  arms,  to  march  against  the  Welsh ;  and  in  the  year  fol- 
lowing received  a  similar  summons  to  be  at  London.  Soon 
afterwards,  however,  we  find  him,  with  other  turbulent 
spirits,  in  arms  against  the  king,  under  the  banner  of  Simon 
de  Montfort,  Earl  of  Leicester.  In  consequence  he  was, 
with  the  other  rebellious  nobles,  excommunicated  by  the 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury.  He  became  one  of  the  most 
zealous  of  the  baronial  leaders,  and  distinguished  himself  at 
the   l)attle  of  Lewes,  wherein  the  king  was  made  prisoner.

IX.  HENRY  DE  HASTINGS,  who  married  Lady  Joan 

DE  Cantelupe,  daughter  of  Baron  William  de  Cantelupe, 

and  sister  and  at  length  co-heir  of  George  de  Cantelupe, 

Baron  of   Abergavenny,  and  had  issue, — three    sons   and 

three  daughters.

This  feudal  lord  was  summoned  to  Parliament,  as  Baron 
Hastings,  December  14,  1264.  He  died  in  1268,  and  was 
succeeded  by  his  eldest  son. 

X.  JOHN  DE  HASTINGS  {second  baron)  was  summoned 
to  Parliament  as  Lord  Hastings,  from  June  23,  1295,  to 
May  22,  1313.  This  nobleman  was  a  distinguished  military 
leader  during  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  In  the  twelfth  j^ear 
of  the  reign  of  that  monarch  (1283),  he  accompanied  the 
expedition  to  Scotland.  In  1286  he  was  in  Wales  with 
Edmund,  Earl  of  Cornwall,  who  was  regent  of  the  kingdom 
during  the  king's  absence  in  Gascony.  Subsequently,  he 
took  part  in  an  expedition  sent  into  Ireland,  and  in  1301  he 
was  again  in  Scotland,  where  he  performed  military  service 
for  five  knights'  fees.  In  the  following  year  (31  Ed- 
ward I.)  he  rendered  important  service  at  the  celebrated 
siege  of  Kaerlaverock,  carried  on  by  Edward,  Prince  of 
Wales.      Three    years    afterwards    (34  Edward   I.),   as  a 
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reward  for  his  efficient  military  service,  he  was  given  by  the 
king  a  grant  of  the  whole  of  the  County  of  Menteith,  with 
the  islands,  and  also  the  manors  and  lands  of  Alan,  Earl  of 
Menteith,  then  declared  an  enemy  and  rebel  to  the  king. 
He  was  also  made  Seneschal  of  Aquitaine.  In  1290  he  was 
one  of  the  competitors  for  the  crown  of  Scotland,  in  right 
of  his  descent  from  Ada,  daughter  of  David,  Earl  of  Hunt- 
ingdon, brother  of  Malcolm  and  William,  kings  of  Scotland.* 
His  lordship  married,  first.  Lady  Isabel,!  daughter  of 
William  de  Valence,  Earl  of  Pembroke,  half  brother  of 
King  Henry  HI.,  and  sister  and  co-heir  of  Aymer  de  Valence, 
Earl  of  Pembroke.  Lady  Isabel  died  October  3,  1305. 
Two  of  their  children  were  :  — 

John,  his  lieir  and  successor. 
Elizabeth,  wife  of  Roger,  Lord  Grey. 

He  married  a  second  wife.  Lady  Isabel,  daughter  of  Hugh 
Despencer,  Earl  of  Winchester,  and  by  her  had  two  sons. 
His  lordship  died  in  1313. 

XL  LADY  ELIZABETH  HASTINGS,  married  Roger 
DE  GiiEY,:{:  a  son  of  John  de  Grey  (Baro)i  Grey  of  Con- 
dor). This  Roger  de  Grey  was  summoned  to  Parliament 
from  December  30,  1324  (18  Edward  IL),  to  November 
15,  1351  (25  Edward  HI.),  as  Lord  Grey  de  Ruthyn. 
He  died  in  1353. 

XII.  REGINALD  DE  GREY,  his  son  and  heir,  was  sum- 
moned to  Parliament  from  March    15,    1354   (28  Edward

III.),  to  March  20,  1388  (11  Eichard  II.),  as  Eeginald  de 
Grey  de  Ruthyn.  He  married  Elizabeth,  a  daughter  of 
EoGEE,  fourth  Baron  le  Strange,  of  Knokyn,  and  had 
issue.     His  lordship  died  in  1388. 

XIII.  REGINALD  DE  GKEY,*  his  son  and  heir,  was 
summoned  to  Parliament  from  October  6,  1389  (13  Eich- 
ard II.),  to  September  26,  1439  (18  Henry  VI.),  as  Eegi- 
nald de  Grey  de  Euthyn.  His  lordship  married  Lady 
JoANE,t  only  daughter  of  William  de  Astley,  fourth 
Lord  Astley.  He  died  in  1440,  leaving  four  children  by 
his  wife  Joane.

XIV.  LADY  ELEANOR  DE  OBEY,!  the  daughter, 
married  William  Lucy  of  Charlecote,  in  the  County  of 
AVarwick.     It  was  this  William  Lucy  who,  during  his  mi-

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nority,  was  in  ward  to  John  Boteler  of  Warrington,  and 
who,  upon  the  decease  of  Lady  Elizabeth  Clinton,  1423, 
was  found  to  be  her  cousin  and  next  heir.  In  the  ^var  of 
the  Roses,  William  Lucy  arrayed  himself  under  the  Ijanner 
of  the  House  of  York.  He  died  in  1466,  and  was  succeeded 
by  his  sou. 

XV.  SIR  WILLIAM  LUCY,  of  Charlecote,  created  a 
Knight  of  the  Bath  at  the  coronation  of  the  queen  of  Henry 
VII.  He  married,  first,  Margaret,  daughter  of  John 
Brecknock,  treasurer  to  King  Henry  VL,  and,  secondly, 
Alice,  daughter  of  William  Hanbury.     He  died  in  1492. 

XVI.  EDWARD  LUCY,  of  Charlecote,  his  son  by  the 

first  wife,  born  in  1464,  was  a  soldier  of  high  repute  in  the 
reign  of  Henr}"  VII.,  for  we  find  him  in  command  of  a 
division  of  the  royal  army  at  the  battle  of  Stoke,  and  after- 
M'ards  retained  to  serve  the  king  in  the  French  Wars,  In 
1494  he  was  summoned,  with  other  persons  of  rank,  to 
attend  the  creation  of  the  king's  son,  the  Duke  of  York,  at 
which  ceremony  he  was  to  be  made  a  Knight  of  the  Bath. 
But  it  seems  he  did  not  appear,  for  in  April,  of  the  year 
following,  his  testament  bears  date,  and  in  that  he  is  styled 
Esquire.  He  married,  first,  Elizabeth,  daughter  and 
heiress  of  Walter  Tramsino-ton,  bv  whom  he  had  no  issue, 
and,  secondly,  Jane,  daughter  of  Richard  Ludlow,  and 
was  succeeded  at  his  decease  (the  probate  of  his  last  will 
and  testament  being  19th  May,  1498  (14  Henry  VII.),  by 
his  eldest  son.

—  During  the  first  year  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  Sir 
Thomas  Lucy,  son  of  Sir  William,  and  nephew  of  Barbara,  rebuilt  the 
manor  house  at  Charlecote,  as  it  now  stands.  It  was  this  Sir  Thomas 
Lucy  who  prosecuted  Shakespeare  for  stealing  deer  from  Fulbroke  Park. 
The  prosecution  was  conducted  with  much  bitterness,  in  consequence  of  a 
lampoon  which  the  poet  had  written  on  Sir  Thomas.  As  a  result,  Shake- 
speare was  compelled  to  fly  from  his  native  place,  in  order  to  escape  the 
consequences.  The  great  dramatist,  however,  revenged  himself  by  sub- 
sequently delineating  Sir  Thomas  under  the  character  of  "  Justice 
Shallows."

Ancestors  of  Lady  Ada,  Wife  of  Henry  de  Hastings,  and  of 
Barbara  Lucy,  Wife  of  Richard  Tracy  of  Stanway. 

KENNETH  II.,  son  of  McAlpine,  subdued  the  fierce  Picts 
to  submission  under  the  same  sceptre  as  the  Scots.  He  was 
the  founder  of  the  Scottish  monarchy,  and  reigned  from  843 
to  858. 

CONSTANTINE  II.,  his  son,  reigned  as  king  of  Scotland 
from  862  to  878.  It  was  during  his  reign  that  the  Danes 
invaded  Scotland.  He  was  taken  prisoner  by  them  in  878, 
and  was  beheaded  at  a  place  called  "The  Devil's  Cave." 

DONALD  IV.,  his  son,  reigned  prosperously  from  892  to 
903,  and  did  much  to  civilize  Scotland.  He  died  a  natural 
death. 

MALCOLM  I.,  his    son,   reigned  from  943  to   958.     He 

was  killed  while  trying  to  quell  an  insurrection  at  Mearns. 

KENNETH  III.,  his  son,  reigned  from  970  to  994,  when 
he  was  assassinated  at  the  instigation  of  Lady  Fenella. 

MALCOLM  II.,  his  son,  reigned  from  1003  to  1033,  when 
he  was  murdered  by  his  cousin. 

THE  PRINCESS  BEATRIX,  his  daughter,  married 
Grimus,  governor  of  the  Scotch  islands,  and  the  crown 
passed  to  their  son. 

DUNCAN  I.,  their  son,  succeeded  his  grandfather  and 
reigned  from  1033  to  1034,  when  he  was  murdered  by  his 
cousin,  Macbeth.

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MALCOLM  III.,  bis  son,  succeeded  to  the  crown  in  1056 
and  reigned  until  1093.  He  married  Margaret,*  a  daughter 
of  Edward,  son  of  Edmund  Ironsides,  King  of  England. 
Margaret  was  the  first  crowned  queen  of  Scotland,  and  a 
most  amiable  and  excellent  woman. 

DAVID  I.  (^St.  David),  their  son,  came  to  the  throne 
in  1124  and  reigned  until  1153.  He  married  Maud,  a 
daughter  of  the  Earl  of  Northumberland  and  Judith, 
his  wife,  niece  of  William  the  Conqueror.  Their  son, 
Henry,  died  during  the  life  of  his  father,  and  the  crown 
passed  to  a  grandson,  —  son  of  Henry.

THE   GREYS, 

Ancestors  of  Roger  de  Gret,  Lord  Grey  de  Ruthyn,  and  of 
Barbara  Lucy,  Wife  of  Richard  Tracy  of  Stanway. 

I.  HENRY  DE  GREY.  The  manor  of  Thurrock,  in  the 
County  of  Essex,  was  conferred  upon  this  Henry  de  Grey 
by  King  Richard  I.,  in  the  sixth  year  of  his  reign  (1194). 
This  grant  was  afterwards  confirmed  by  King  John,  who 
vouchsafed,  by  special  charter,  to  permit  the  said  Henry 
de  Grey  to  hunt  the  hare  and  fox  in  any  laud  belonging  to 
the  crown,  save  the  king's  own  demesne  parks.  In  1216 
King  Henry  HI.  gave  him  the  manor  of  Grimston,  in  the 
County  of  Xottingham.  He  married  Isolda,  niece  and 
heiress  of  Robert  Bardolf ,  and  shared  in  the  inheritance  of 
his  lands. 

II.  SIR  JOHN  DE  GREY,  his  second  son,  held  the 
office  of  Sheriff  for  the  counties  of  Buckingham  and  Bed- 
ford (1233).  In  the  twenty-sixth  year  of  the  reign  of 
Henry  III.  (1241),  he  was  summoned,  with  horse  and 
arms,  to  attend  the  king  upon  the  expedition  then  made 
into  Flanders. 

"In  the  35  Henry  III.  the  Lady  Joane,  "widow  of  Pauline  Pevere,  a 
great  man  in  that  age,  being  possessed  of  all  her  husband's  estates,  sold 
to  this  John  the  marriage  of  her  son  for  500  marks,  he  undertaking  to 
discharge  her  of  any  fine  to  the  king ;  "whereupon  he  married  him  to  his 
own  daughter ;  and  when  this  Joane  heard  that  the  king  had  given  her  in 
marriage  (as  she  was  a  widow)  to  one  Stephen  de  Salines,  an  alien,  she, 
by  the  advice  of  her  friends,  matched  herself  to  this  John  de  Grey,  which 
being  told  to  the  king,  he  grew  much  ofiended,  but  at  length  accepted  of  a 
line  of  500  marks  from  him  for  that  transgression."     (Dugdale.) 
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In  1252,  Sir  John  de  Grey  was  appointed  governor  of 
Northampton  Castle,  and  the  next  year  he  was  made  Steward 
of  all  Gascony.  Four  years  afterwards  he  was  nominated 
to  the  governorship  of  Shrewsbury  Castle,  and  constable  of 
that  of  Dover.  In  12G2  he  was  Sheriff  of  Herefordshire 
and  governor  of  Hereford  Castle.  The  next  year  he  had 
the  custody  of  all  the  lands  of  Anker  de  Frescheville,  in  the 
counties  of  Nottingham  and  Derby.  He  was  one  of  the 
noblemen  who  undertook  that  the  king  should  abide  by  the 
arbitration  of  Louis  IX.  {Saint  Louis)  of  France,  touching 
the  misunderstanding  with  the  barons.  But,  remaining 
loyal  to  the  king  {Henry  III.)  throughout  the  armed  resist- 
ance, he  was  appointed,  after  the  victory  of  Evesham, 
Sheriff  of  the  counties  of  Nottingham  and  Derby.  Sir  John 
died  in  1265,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son. 

HI.  REGINALD  DE  GREY,  his  son,  in  consideration  of 
his  faithful  services  to  the  king,  obtained  ' '  special  livery  " 
of  all  his  father's  lands,  although  at  that  time  he  had  not 
"done  his  homage."  In  1280  {reign  of  Edward  I.)  he  was 
made  the  Justice  of  Chester,  and  in  this  office  he  so  satis- 
factorily served  the  king,  that,  as  a  reward,  he  was  given  a 
part  of  the  "  Honour  of  Monmouth,  the  Castle  of  Ruthyn, 
and  other  lands."  In  1293  he  was  summoned  to  be  at  Ports- 
mouth, to  attend  the  king  in  Gascony,  then  menaced  by  the 
French.  During  the  following  year  he  was  summoned  to 
Parliament  as  a  baron.  In  1296,  when  the  government  of 
England  was  committed  to  Prince  Edward,  during  the  king's 
absence  in  Flanders,  he  was  appointed  assistant  to  the  prince. 
During  the  same  year  he  was  one  of  the  sureties,  on  the 
part  of  the  king,  for  the  observance  of  the  charters.  After- 
wards we  find  him  taking  a  prominent  part  in  the  wars  of 
Scotland.

His  lordship  married  Maud,  daugliter  and  heiress  of 
William,  Lord  Fitz-Hugh,  by  Hawys,  daughter  and  heiress 
of  Hugh  de  Longchamp,  of  Wilton  Castle,  in  the  County 
of  Hereford,  which  came  into  the  family  of  Grey  by  this 
marriage. 

IV.  JOHN  DE  GREY,  his  eldest  son  {second  baron), 
was  summoned  to  Parliament  from  June  9,  1309,  to  Sep- 
tember 18,  1322.  In  1316  (10  Edward  If.)  he  was  made 
the  Justice  of  North  Wales  and  governor  of  the  Castle  of 
Caernarvon.  His  lordship  married,  first,  Anne,  daughter  of 
William,  Lord  Ferrers,  of  Groby ;  and,  second,  Maud, 
daughter  of  Ralph,  Lord  Basset. 

V.  ROGER  DE  GREY,  his  eldest  son  by  the  second 
wife,  was  summoned  to  Parliament  as  Lord  Grey  de  Ruthyn. 
He  married  Lady  Elizabeth  Hastings.*

THE  ASTLEYS  OF  ASTLEY, 

Ancestors  of  Lady  Joane  de  Astley,  Wife  of  Reginald,  Lord 
Grey  de  Ruthyn  ;  and  of  Barbara  Lucy,  wife  of  Richard 
Tracy  of  Stanway. 

This  noble  family  derived  its  surname  from  the  Manor 
OF  Astley,  formerly  written  Estley,  in  the  County  of  War- 
wick, which,  with  other  estates  in  that  shire,  belonged  to 
the  Astleys  at  the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  King  Henry  I. 

I.  PHILIP  DE  ESTLEY,  grandson  of  the  first  pos- 
sessor, was,  upon  the  assessment  of  the  aid  towards  the 
marriage  portion  of  the  daughter  of  Henry  II.,  certified 
to  hold  three  knights'  fees  of  William,  Earl  of  Warwick, 
de  veteri  Feoffamento^  —  "  by  the  service  of  laying  hands  on 
the  earl's  stirrop  when  he  did  get  upon  or  alight  from  horse- 
back."    This  feudal  baron  was  succeeded  by  his  son. 

II.  THOMAS  DE  ASTLEY  of  Astley,  held  certain 
lands  of  the  "  Honour  of  Leicester "  and  became  a  kind  of 
bailiff  to  Simon  de  Montfort,  Earl  of  Leicester.  In  1210 
(12  John)  this  Thomas  de  Astley  paid  a  hundred  marks  to 
the  crown,  "to  be  excused  from  going  beyond  the  sea," — it 
is  supposed  in  a  military  expedition  into  Ireland.  A  few 
years  afterwards  we  find  him  and  other  dissatisfied  noblemen 
in  arms  against  the  king.  In  1215  (17  John),  he  was  com- 
mitted a  prisoner  to  Bedford  Castle,  and  his  estates  were 
confiscated  by  the  crown.  When  Henry  HI.  came  to  the 
throne   his    territorial    possessions    were    restored    to   him 
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(1216),  and  he  returned  to  his  allegiance  to  the  king. 
In  1218  he  was  appointed  a  commissioner  for  restoring  to 
the  crown  all  the  demesnes  of  which  King  John  was  pos- 
sessed at  the  beginning  of  his  wars  with  l^arous.  This  feu- 
dal lord  married  INIaud,  one  of  the  sisters  and  co-heirs  of 
Roger  de  Camvill  of  Creeke,  in  the  County  of  Northampton, 
and  was  succeeded  by  his  son. 

III.  WALTER  DE  ASTLEY  of  Astley,  his  son,  par- 
ticipated, with  his  father,  in  the  rebellion  of  the  barons 
ao;ainst  King  John.  He  died  before  1240,  leavino-  a  sou 
and  heir. 

IV.  SIR  THOMAS  DE  ASTLEY,  Knt.,  was  for  many 
years  a  loyal  and  faithful  sul)ject  of  King  Henry  III.,  and 
from  1241  to  1250  held  various  appointments  under  the 
crown.  But  in  1262  (47  Henry  III.),  we  lind  him  one  of 
the  leaders  of  the  rebellious  barons  who  seized  upon  the 
revenues  of  the  crown  in  the  counties  of  Warwick  and 
Leicester.  In  the  following  year,  when  the  king  submitted 
to  the  "  Provisions  of  Oxford,"  he  was  nominated  ''Cusios 
Pacts''  for  Leicestershire.  Soon  afterwards,  in  1264  (49 
Henry  III. ) ,  the  battle  of  Evesham  was  fought  between  the 
king  and  the  Ixirons.  Montfort,  Earl  of  Leicester,  and 
many  other  insurrectionary  nobles  were  slain,  among  them 
Sir  Thomas  de  Astley.  The  estates  of  the  family  were  then 
confiscated  by  the  crown  and  conferred  upon  Warine  de 
Bessingbourne .  * 

Sir  Thomas  married,  first,  Joane,  daughter  of  Ernald 
DE  Bois,  a  person  of  great  consequence  in  the  County  of

V.  TH0MA8  DE  ASTLEY,  his  eldest  son  by  the  first 
marriage,  was  eventually  put  into  possession  of  his  father's 
estates  by  virtue  of  a  decree  called  "Dictum  de  Kenihcorth" 
paying  as  a  compensation  to  Warine  de  Bessingbourne  320 
marks  sterling,  to  raise  which  sum  he  sold  his  manor  of 
Little  Copston  to  the  monks  of  Combe.  Subsequently  he 
was  engaged  in  the  Scottish  war  of  King  Edward  I.,  and 
participated  in  the  victory  of  Falkirk.  For  his  loyalty  and 
efficient  military  service  he  seems  to  have  been  rewarded,  as 
he  was  summoned  to  Parliament  as  Baron  Astley*  from 
June  23,  1295,  to  November  3,  1306.  At  his  decease  he 
was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  scm,  Nicholas. 

VI.  Sm  GUY  DE  ASTLEY,  the  second  son,  in  company 
with  his  elder  brother,  Nicholas,  the  second  Lord  Astley, 
was  in  the  army  in  Scotland  with  King  Edward  II.,  and 
both  were  taken  prisoners  at  Bannocksburu.  The  date  of 
the  decease  of  Nicholas  (Lord  Astley)  is  not  known,  but, 
having  outlived  his  brother  Sir  Guy,  and  dying  issueless, 
the  title  and  estates  devolved  upon  his  nephew,  Thomas,  the 
son  and  heir  of  Sir  Guy  b}^  his  wife  Alice,  second  daughter 
and  co-heiress  of  Sir  Thomas  Wolvey,  Knt.f

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VII.  THOMAS  DE  ASTLEY,  third  Lord  Astley,  was 
summoned  to  Parliament  from  February  25,  1342,  to  ]March 
10,  1349.  This  nobleman,  unlike  his  warrior  ancestors,  was 
more  of  a  churchman  than  a  soldier.  About  1339,  in  the 
reign  of  Edward  III.,  he  founded  a  chantry  in  the  parish 
church  of  Astley.  Afterwai'ds,  obtaining  permission  to 
change  his  chantry  priests  into  a  dean  and  secular  canons, 
he  erected  a  beautiful  and  substantial  collegiate  church,  in 
the  form  of  a  cross,  with  a  tall  spire,  and  dedicated  to  the 
Assumption  of  the  Blessed  Virgin.  His  lordship  married 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Guy  de  Beauchaivip,*  Earl  of 
Warwick,  and  had  issue. 

Vm.  WILLIAM  BE  ASTLEY,  his  eldest  son,  was  the 
fourth  Lord  Astley,  but  was  never  summoned  to  Parliament. 
This  nobleman  was  included  in  several  commissions  durino; 
the  reign  of  Henry  IV.  and  Henry  Y.  His  lordship  mar- 
ried Catherine,  daughter  of  William,  Lord  Willoughby 
de  Eresby,  by  whom  he  left  an  onli/  daughter — Joane. 

IX.  LADY  JOANE  DE  ASTLEY  married,  first,  Thomas 
Raleigh  of  Farnborough,  in  the  County  of  Warwick,  by 
whom  she  had  no  issue ;  and,  secondly,  Reginald,  Lord 
Grey  de  Ruthyn,  by  whom  she  had  three  sons  and  a 
daughter.  I

WILLIAM  DE  LUSIGUAN,  OTHERWISE  DE  VALENCE, 
EARL  OF  PEMBROKE. 

Inspectinof  the  oenealogical  chart  of  "  the  family  of  Wil- 
liam cle  Liisiguaii  (de  Valence),"  we  see  that  Henry  III.  of 
England  was  the  half  brother  of  Guy,  William,  and  Alice, 
and,  because  of  this  relationship  and  the  oppression  to  which 
the}'  had  been  subjected  in  France,  tlie  two  brothers  and 
their  sister  were  brought  into  England,  in  1247,  and  pro- 
vided for  by  the  English  monarch. 

This  William  de  Lusiguan,  a  few  months  after  his  arrival 
in  England,  was  made  governor  of  Goderich  Castle,  and, 
through  the  influence  of  the  king,  oljtained  the  hand  of 
Joane,  daughter  and,  eventually,  heir  of  Warine  de  Mon- 
chensi. 

"Moreover,  shortly  after  this,  the  king,  solemnizing  the 
festival  of  St.  Edward's  translation  in  the  church  of  West- 
minster with  great  state,  sitting  on  the  royal  throne  in  a  rich 
robe  of  baudekyn,  and  the  crown  on  his  head,  caused  this 
William  (with  divers  other  young  noblemen)  to  be  brought 
before  him,  and  girt  him  with  the  sword  of  knighthood ; 
and,  whilst  he  thus  sate  in  his  royal  seat,  casting  his  eye  upon 
him  who  penned  down  all  the  particulars  of  the  great  sol- 
emnity, he  called  him  nearer,  and  commanded  him  to  sit 
upon  the  middle  step,  betwixt  his  chair  and  the  floor,  and 
said  to  him :  '  Hast  thou  taken  notice  of  all  these  things, 
and  perfectly  committed  them  to  memory  ?  '  He  answered  : 
'  Sir,  I  have  so  ;  deeming  this  famous  ceremonial  worthy  to 
be  recorded.'  Whereupon  the  king  replied:  '  I  am  fully 
satisfied  that  God  Almighty,  as  a  pledge  of  his  further  favors 
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and  l)enefits,  hath  vouchsafed  to  work  one  glorious  miracle 
this  morning,  for  which  I  give  Him  thanks.  I  therefore 
intreat  thee,  and  intreating  require,  that  thou  record  these 
things  exactl}^  and  fully,  and  write  them  in  a  book,  lest  that 
the  memory  of  them  should  in  time  be  lost ' ;  and,  having  so 
said,  invited  him  with  whom  he  had  this  discourse  to  dinner 
that  day,  with  three  of  his  fellows  ;  commanding  likewise  that 
all  other  monks  who  then  came  thither,  with  the  whole  con- 
vent of  Westminster,  should  at  this  charge  be  that  day  feasted 
at  the  public  refectory  there."     (Sir  William  Dug  dale.) 

Subsequently,  this  William  de  Lusiguan,  or  William  de 
Valence  as  he  was  called  in  England,  was  granted  by  the 
crown  the  Castle  and  Honour  of  Hertford.  In  another 
grant,  made  to  himself  "  and  his  lady  and  their  issue,"  he 
was  given  "  all  those  debts  which  William  de  Lancaster  did 
then  owe  to  the  Jews  throughout  the  whole  realm." 

The  following  illustrates  the  manner  in  which  this 
William  and  other  noblemen  of  the  period  were  in  the  habit 
of  conducting  themselves  :  — 

"About  this  time,  this  William  de  Valence,  residing  at 
Hertford  Castle,  rode  to  the  Park  at  Haethfel,  belonging  to 
the  bishop  of  Ely,  and  there  hunting  without  any  leave, 
went  to  the  bishop's  manor  house,  and,  readily  finding 
nothing  to  drink  but  ordinary  beer,  broke  open  the  buttery 
doors,  and  swearing  and  cursing  the  drink,  and  those  who 
made  it ;  after  all  his  company  had  drunk  their  fills,  pulled 
the  spigots  out  of  the  vessels,  and  let  out  the  rest  on  the 
floor ;  and  that  a  servant  of  the  house  hearing  the  noise,  and 
coming  to  see  what  the  matter  was,  they  laughed  him  to 
scorn,  and  so  departed."     (Sir  William  Dugdale.) 

In  1249  William  de  Valence  was  with  the  army  of  the 
Crusaders  in  the  Holy  Land.  After  his  return  to  England 
he  was  summoned  by  the  king  (1257)  to  march  against  the 
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Welsh.  Soon  afterwards,  however,  he  was  obliged  to  fly 
the  kingdom,  as  the  discontented  barons  took  up  arms 
aofainst  his  in'eat  influence  and  that  of  other  foreign 
favorites  introduced  into  England  by  the  king.  After  an 
absence  of  two  years  he  came  back,  under  the  protection  of 
King  Henry ;  but  he  was  not  suffered  to  land  by  the  barons 
until  he  had  sworn  to  observe  the  ordinances  of  Oxford. 
Nevertheless,  not  long  after  his  arrival,  the  contest  again 
broke  out,  and  we  find  him  holding  one  of  the  chief  com- 
mands in  the  royal  army.  In  conjunction  with  the  prince 
he  assaulted  the  town  of  Northampton,  a  stronghold  of  the 
barons,  and  put  the  whole  baronial  force  to  rout.  But  the 
rebels  soon  afterwards  rallied,  having  been  reinforced  by  the 
Londoners.  The  battle  of  Lewes  followed,  the  royal  army 
was  defeated,  and  the  king  and  the  prince  became  prison- 
ers. But  William  de  Valence,  who  then  bore  the  title  of 
Earl  of  Pembroke,  in  company  with  the  Earl  of  Warren 
and  others,  escaped  by  flight,  first  to  Pevensey  and  thence 
to  France.  His  estates  were  seized  by  the  victorious  rebels, 
and  his  wife,  then  residing  at  Windsor  Castle,  was  ordered 
to  retire  immediately  into  some  religious  house.  Later  fol- 
lowed the  battle  of  Evesham,  the  rebellious  barons  were 
dispersed,  with  great  loss,  and  the  power  of  the  king  re- 
established. Immediately  after  the  battle  the  possessions  of 
William  de  Valence  and  others  who  had  stood  firm  to  the 
king,  were  restored,  and,  in  addition,  they  were  rewarded 
by  large  grants  of  lands  which  had  formerly  belonged  to  the 
rebellious  barons. 

During  the  reign  of  Edward  L,  in  1289,  William  de  Va- 
lence and  Joane  his  wife  attempted  to  obtain  the  inheritance 
of  Dionysia*  {Joanes  niece)  by  declaring  her  illegitimate.

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In  their  petition  to  Parliament  they  set  forth,  "  that, 
whereas,  upon  the  death  of  William  de  Monchensi  {brother 
to  the  said  Joane) ,  they  had  obtained  a  bull  from  the  Pope 
directed  to  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  touching  the 
inheritance  of  the  lands  of  the  said  William  de  Monchensi, 
thereby  desiring  that  the  king  would  please  to  commit  the 
tuition  of  Dionysia,  the  daughter  of  the  said  William,  unto 
some  persons  who  might  appear  before  the  said  archbishop, 
and  such  other  judges  as  were  named  in  the  bull."  But  it 
was  answered,  "  that  the  admission  of  the  bull  would  tend  to 
the  diminution  of  the  king's  authority  and  power,  by  reason 
that  such  cases  of  hereditary  succession  ought  not  to  be 
determined,  but  in  his  own  courts.  Wherefore,  insomuch, 
as  it  did  appear,  that  the  object  of  the  Earl  was  to  invalidate 
the  sentence  of  the  Bishop  of  Worcester,  which  had  declared 
the  said  Dionysia  to  be  legitimate,  and  his  design  to  make 
her  a  bastard,  in  order  that  he  might  enjoy  her  estate,  his 
lordship  and  his  lady  were  prohibited  to  prosecute  their 
appeal  any  further."     (Burke.) 

His  lordship  was  slain  in  1296  while  engaged  in  the  wars 
of  France.  His  remains  were  conveyed  to  England  and 
interred  in  Westminster  Abbey.  By  Joane,  his  wife,  three 
sons  and  four  daughters  were  born.  Aymer,  the  only  son 
living  at  the  time  of  his  death,  succeeded  as  the  Earl  of 
Pembroke.

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I.  HUGH  DE  MONTFORT,  commonly  called  ''Hugh  with 
a  Beard"  was  a  son  of  Thurstane  de  Bastenburgh.  This 
Hugh  accompanied  William  of  Noraiandy  into  England, 
and,  not  only  at  the  battle  of  Hastings,  but  throughout  the 
invasion  and  conquest  which  followed,  rendered  most 
eminent  military  service.  For  his  services  he  seems  to  have 
been  amply  rewarded,  for,  at  the  time  of  the  "general 
survey,"  he  was  possessed  of  twenty-eight  lordships  in 
Kent,  with  a  large  portion  of  Romney  Marsh,  sixteen  in 
Essex,  fifty-one  in  Suffolk,  and  nineteen  in  Norfolk.  This 
gallant  soldier  eventually  lost  his  life  in  a  duel  with  Walche- 
line  de  Ferrers,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son. 

H.  HUGH  DE  MONTFORT,  who  had  issue  by  his  first 
wife  :  — 

Robert,  commander  of  the  army  of  King  William  (Rufus),  but, 
favoring  the  cause  of  Robert  {Citrthose),  in  opposition  to 
Henry  I.,  he  was  impeached  for  disloyalty.  Conscious  of  his 
guilt,  he  started  on  a  pilgrimage  to  Jerusalem,  leaving  all 
his  possessions  to  the  king.     He  died  sine  prole. 

Hugh,  who  also  died  sine  prole  while  ou  a  pilgrimage  to  Jeru- 
salem. 

Alice  {b>j  his  second  xoife). 

m.  ALICE  DE  MOXTFORT,  the  daughter  by  the  sec- 
ond wife,  was  married  to  Gilbert  de  Gaunt,  a  grandson  of 
Baldwin  V.,  Count  of  Flanders,  and  had  issue. 

JY.  HUGH  DE  MONTFORT,  who,  having  assumed  the 
surname  of  his  mother's  family,  inherited  all  the  possessions 
of  his  grandfather,  and  was  commonly  known  as  ''Hugh  the 
Fourth."  This  Hugh,  having  married  Adeline,  a  daughter 
of  Robert,  Earl  of  Millent,  joined  with  Waleran,  her 
brother,  and  all  those  who  endeavored  to  advance  the  cause 
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of  William,  son  of  Kobert-Curthose,  against  King  Henry  I. 
in  1124.  While  in  Normandy  for  this  purpose,  he  and  the 
said  Waleran  were  made  prisoners  and  confined  as  such  for 
fourteen  years.  The  time  of  his  death  is  unknown,  but  he 
left  issue  :  — 

KoBEET,  who  fought  and  vanquished  Heurj'  de  Esses,  the  king's 
standard  bearer,  having  first  charged  him  with  cowardice,  in 
fleeing  from  his  colors  (1163j.  He  does  not  appear  to  have 
had  any  issue,  for  he  was  succeeded  at  his  decease  by  his 
brother. 

Thurstane,  who  succeeded  his  brother. 

Adeline,  who  was  married  to  William  de  Britolio. 

{Daughter),  who  was  married  to  Richard,  son  of  the  Earl  of 
Gloucester. 

V.  THURSTANE  DE  MONTFORT,  who  succeeded  his 
brother,  Robert,  "  was  enfeoffed  of  several  lordships  by 
Henry  de  Newburgh,  the  first  Earl  of  Warwick."  At  the 
chief  seat  of  his  family  in  Warwickshire  he  erected  a  castle 
of  gi'eat  strength,  which  he  called  "  Beldesert."  He  was 
succeeded  by  his  eldest  son.

VI.  TllURSTANE  DE  CHARLECOTE,  a  younger  son  of 
Thurstane  de  Montfort,  of  Beldesert,  in  the  County  of  War- 
wick, lived  in  the  time  of  Richard  I.,  and  was  father  of  — 

VH.  SIR  WALTER  DE  CHARLECOTE,  upon  whom 
Henry  de  Montfort  conferred  the  village  of  Charlecote. 
Richard  I.  confirmed  the  grant,  and  added  many  immunities

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and  privileges,  all  of  which  were  ratified  by  King  John  in 
the  fifth  year  of  that  monarch's  reign  (1203).    He  left  a  son. 

VIII.  SIR  WILLIAll  DE  LUCY,  the  first  of  the 
Charlecotes  who  bore  that  surname.  Sir  William  Dugdale 
surmises  that  he  took  the  surname  of  De  Lucy,  because  his 
mother  mio-ht  have  been  the  heir  of  some  branch  of  the 
great  baronial  family  of  that  name,  which  had  derived  its 
designation  from  a  place  in  Normandy.  Of  this  house  was 
Henry  de  Lucy,  so  distinguished  during  the  conflict  between 
King  Stephen  and  the  Empress  Maud,  and  who  afterwards, 
during  the  reign  of  Henry  II.,  was  Justiciary  of  England  ; 
and  who,  at  one  time,  during  the  temporary  absence  of  the 
king  beyond  the  sea,  was  lieutenant  of  the  kingdom.  Dur- 
ing the  reign  of  King  John,  Sir  William  de  Lucy  took  up 
arms  with  the  barons  against  the  king,  and  in  consequence, 
his  estates  were  seized  by  the  crown.  Eventually  he  re- 
turned to  his  allegiance,  and,  in  the  first  year  of  the  reign 
of  Henry  III.  (1216),  a  full  restoration  of  all  his  posses- 
sions was  made  to  him.  In  the  twentieth  year  of  the  reign 
of  the  same  monarch  (1235),  Sir  William  was  placed  in 
possession  of  the  Castle  of  Kenilworth,  and  was  given  the 
custody  of  the  counties  of  Warwick  and  Leicester.  He 
married,  first,  Isabel,  a  daughter  of  Absalom  de  Alder- 
monstone,  and,  second,  Maud,  sister  and  one  of  the  co- 
heirs of  John  Cotele.  He  founded  the  monastery  of  Theles- 
ford,  and,  dying  about  1247,  was  succeeded  by  a  son  of  his 
second  wife. 

IX.  SIR  WILLIAM  DE  LUCY,  Knight  of  Charlecote, 
who  wedded  Amicia,  daughter  and  heiress  of  William  de 
FuRCHES,  and  heiress  also  of  William  Fitz-Warine,  by 
whom  he  had  a  son  and  heir. 
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X.  FOUK  DE  LUCY,  who  was  in  the  immediate  retinue 
of  the  celebrated  Peter  de  Montfort,  and  who,  after  the 
battle  of  Lewes  (^reign  of  Henry  III.),  was  constituted  one 
of  the  nine  o-overnors  of  the  kino;dom. 

"  De  Lucy  acquired  so  much  reputation  by  his  gallantry 
in  the  Barons'  War,  that,  being  indebted  to  one  Elyas  de 
Blund,  a  Jew  of  London,  in  a  large  amount,  he  obtained  a 
special  mandate,  dated  49  Henry  III.  (1264),  and  directed 
to  the  commissioners  in  whose  hands  the  estates  of  the  Jews 
then  seized  upon  were  entrusted,  to  deliver  up  to  him  all  his 
bonds,  and  to  cancel  the  debt.  Subsequently,  however,  the 
royal  cause  having  attained  the  ascendancy  by  the  victorious 
arms  of  Prince  Edward,  De  Lucy  and  his  associates  were 
glad  to  compromise  for  their  estates  under  the  Dictum  de 
Renilworth.'''     (Burke^s  History  of  the  Commoners.) 

"This  Fouk  was  a  special  lover  of  good  horses,  as  it 
would  seem,  for  in  the  11th  of  Edward  I.  he  gave  forty 
marks  to  two  Londoners  that  were  merchants  of  horses  for 
a  black  charger,  about  which  time  a  fat  ox  was  sold  for 
sixteen  shillings."     (Sir  William  Dug  dale.) 

He  died  in  the  thirty-first  year  of  the  reign  of  Edward  I. 
(1302),  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son. 

XL  SIR  WILLIAM  LUCY,  of  Charlecote,  a  person  of 
celebrity  in  his  generation.  He  was  a  representative  in 
several  Parliaments  for  the  County  of  Warwick,  and  was 
succeeded  by  his  son. 

XII.  SIR  WILLIAM  LUCY,  of  Charlecote.  This  Sir 
William,  in  the  nineteenth  year  of  the  reign  of  Edward  III. 
(1345),  was  summoned  to  attend  the  king  into  France,  but, 
being  engaged  in  raising  and  equipping  one  hundred  and 
sixt}^  archers  from  Warwickshire  for  the  king's  service,  "  his 
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attendance  was  dispensed  with,  and  he  was  thereby  deprived 
of  sharinof  in  the  glory  of  Cressy.  He  died  in  1348,  and 
was  succeeded  by  his  son." 

XIII.  THOMAS  LUCY,  of  Cliarlecote,  "who  was  suc- 
ceeded at  his  decease  by  his  son." 

XIV.  SIR  WILLIAM  LUCY,  of  Charlecote,  "who, 
being  a  knight,  was  retained  in  the  fifth  year  of  the  reign  of 
Richard  II.  (1381),  to  seiwe  John  of  Gaunt,  Duke  of  Lan- 
caster and  King  of  Castile,  for  life,  with  one  esquire,  in 
times  of  war  and  peace."  In  the  first  year  of  the  reign  of 
Henry  IV.  (1399)  he  represented  the  County  of  AVarwick 
in  Parliament. 

XV.  SIR  THOMAS  LUCY,  of  Charlecote,  his  son  and 
successor,  was  also  in  the  retinue  of  John  of  Gaunt.  In 
1405  he  was  a  member  of  Parliament  for  Warwickshire,  and 
in  the  year  following  was  Sheriff  of  the  counties  of  "War- 
wick and  Leicester.  He  married  Alice,  daughter  and, 
eventually,  heiress  of  Sir  William  Hugford,  and  acquired 
through  that  lady  estates  in  the  counties  of  Bedford  and 
Salop.  He  died  July  28,  1415  (3  Henry  F".),*  leaving,  by 
the  said  Alice,  a  son  and  successor. 

XVI.  WILLIAM  LUCY,t  of  Charlecote,  married  Lady 
Eleanor,  daughter  of  Reginald,  Lord  Grey  de  Ruthyn.

THE  BEAUCHAMPS, 

Ancestors  of  Lady  Elizabeth  Beauchamp,  wife  of  Thoimas  de 
astley,  third  lord  astley,  and  of  barbara  lucy,  wife  of 
Richard  Tracy  of  Stanway. 

I.  HUGH  DE  BEAUCHAMP,  the  companion  in  arms  of 
the  victorious  William  of  Normandy,  was  the  recipient  of 
many  favors  and  grants  from  that  monarch.  He  possessed 
large  estates  in  Hertford,  Buckingham,  and  Bedford  shires. 
This  Hugh  had  issue,  and  his  third  son, — 

II.  WALTER  DE  BEAUCHAMP,  of  Elmley  Castle,  in 
the  County  of  Gloucester,  having  married  Emeline,  daugh- 
ter and  heiress  of  Urso  de  Abitot,  Constable  of  the  Castle 
of  Worcester,  and  hereditary  Sheriff  of  Worcestershire 
{ioho  ivas  brotJier  of  Robert  le  Despenser,  steivard  to  the 
Oonqiieror),  was  invested  with  that  sheriffalty  by  King 
Henry  I.,  and  obtained  a  grant  from  the  same  monarch  {to 
whom  he  was  steivard)  of  all  the  lands  belonging  to  Roger 
de  Worcester,  with  a  confirmation  of  certain  lands  given  to 
him  by  Adelise,  widow  of  his  father-in-law,  the  said  Urso. 
Walter  de  Beauchamp  was  succeeded,  as  well  in  his  estates 
as  in  the  royal  stewardship,  by  his  son, — 

III.  WILLIAM  DE  BEAUCHAMP.  This  nobleman, 
having  aided  the  Empress  Maud  in  her  endeavors  to  gain 
the  English  throne,  was  deprived  of  all  his  honors  and  dis- 
possessed of  his  estates  by  King  Stephen.  But,  when 
Henry  II.  (^son  of  the  Empress  Aland)  succeeded  to  the 
throne    (1153),    not    only   Avere    all    his    previous   honors 
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and  estates  restored  to  him,  but,  besides  the  sheriffalty  of 
Worcestershire,  which  he  enjoyed  by  inheritance,  he  was 
made  Sheriff  of  Warwickshire,  Sheriff  of  Gloucestershire, 
and  Sheriff  of  Herefordshire.  Upon  the  levy  of  the  assess- 
ment towards  the  marriage  portion  of  one  of  King  Henry's 
daughters,  this  feudal  lord  certified  his  knight's  fees  to 
amount  to  fifteen.  He  married  Maud,  daughter  of  William, 
Lord  Braose,  of  Gower,  and  was  succeeded  at  his  death  by 
his  son, — 

IV.  WILLIAM  DE  BEAUCHAMP,  who  married  Joane, 
a  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Walerie,  died  before  1211 
(13  John),  lea%'ing  a  son,  Walter,  a  minor,  whose  ward- 
ship and  marriage  Roger  de  Mortimer  and  Isabel,  his  wife, 
obtained  for  3000  marks. 

V.  WALTER  DE  BEAUCHAMP.  This  feudal  lord 
was  appointed  governor  of  Hanley  Castle,  in  the  County  of 
Worcester,  in  1215  (17  John),  and  was  entrusted  with  the 
custody  of  the  same  shire  in  that  turbulent  year.  But, 
proving  faithless  to  the  king,  and  joining  the  insurrectionery 
barons,  all  his  lauds  were  seized  by  the  crown  and  himself 
excommunicated,  a  course  of  proceeding  which  extorted 
immediate  submission,  for  we  find  him  very  soon  afterwards 
making  his  peace  with  the  king,  and  soliciting  absolution 
from  Gualo,  the  legate.  Absolution  he  seems  to  have 
obtained,  for,  upon  giving  security  to  Henry  III.,  who  had 
just  then  succeeded  to  the  throne  (1216),  he  had  restitu- 
tion of  his  castle  at  Worcester,  with  his  hereditary  sheriff- 
alty. He  married  Bertha,  daughter  of  William,  Lord 
Braose,  by  whom  he  had  two  sons,  Walcheline  and 
James.  He  died  in  1235,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  elder 
son. 
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VI.  WALCHELINE  BE  BEAUCHAMP  married  Joane, 
daughter  of  Eoger,  Lord  Mortimer,  and,  dying  in  the 
same  year  as  his  father  (1235),  was  succeeded  by  an 
only  son, — 

VII.  WILLIAM  DE  BEAUCHAMP,  the  feudal  Lord 
of  Elmley.  This  nobleman  distinguished  himself  by  the 
efficient  military  service  which  he  rendered  to  the  crown 
during  the  reign  of  Henry  III.  In  1252  he  was  with  the 
king  in  Gascogne ;  in  1254  he  marched  against  the  Scots 
under  the  banner  of  the  Earl  of  Gloucester ;  later  he  was 
summoned,  with  other  illustrious  persons,  to  meet  the  king 
at  Chester  on  the  first  day  of  Saint  Peter,  "  well  fitted  with 
horse  and  arms,"  to  oppose  the  incursions  of  Leweline, 
Prince  of  Wales.  Many  other  similar  summonses  were, 
from  time  to  time,  received  by  his  lordship,  the  highest 
proof  at  that  period  of  power,  prowess,  and  loyalty. 

Lord  Beauchamp  married  Isabel,  daughter  of  William 
Mauduit,  of  Hanslape,  in  the  County  of  Berks,  and  sister 
and  heiress  of  William  Mauduit,  Earl  of  Warwick.  He 
died  in  1268,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son, — 

VIII.  WILLIAM  DE  BEAUCHAMP.  This  nobleman 
inherited  from  his  father  the  feudal  barony  of  Elmley,  and 
from  his  mother  the  Earldom  of  Warwick  {oi^iginalhj  pos- 
sessed hy  the  Ne2vburgs) ,  and  the  barony  of  Hanslape  {which 
had  belonged  to  the  Mauduits) .  In  the  Welsh  and  Scottish 
wars,  waged  during  the  reign  of  Edward  L,  he  rendered 
most  efiScient  service  to  the  kino-  and  distinguished  himself 
as  a  military  leader. 

"  In  the  23d  year  of  which  reign  {Edxmrd  I.),  being  in  Wales  with  the 
king,  he  performed  a  notable  exploit ;  namely,  hearing  that  a  great  body 
of  the  Welsh  were  got  together  in  a  plain,  betwixt  two  woods,  and  to 
secure  themselves,   had  fastened  their  pikes   to  the  ground,  slopping 
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towards  their  assailants,  he  marched  thither  -with  a  choice  company  of 
cross-bow-men  and  archers,  and  in  the  night  time,  encompassing  them 
about,  put  betwixt  every  two  horsemen,  one  cross-bow-man,  which  cross- 
bow-man, liilling  many  of  them  that  held  the  pilies,  the  horse  charged  in 
suddenly,  and  made  a  great  slaughter.  This  was  done  near  Montgomery." 
{Dugdale,) 

His  lordship  married  Maud,  widow  of  Girard  de  Fur- 
nival,  and  one  of  the  four  daughters  and  co-heiresses  of 
Richard  Fitz-John,  son  of  John  Fitz-Geffery,  Chief  Jus- 
tice of  Ireland,  by  whom  he  had  issue.  He  was  succeeded 
by  his  eldest  son, — 

IX.  (JUY  DE  BEAUCHAMP,  second  Earl  of  Warwick, 
so  called  in  memory  of  his  celebrated  predecessor,  — "  the 
Saxon  Guy."  Like  his  father,  he  acquired  high  military 
renown.  For  the  distinguished  part  which  he  took  at  the 
battle  of  Falkirk,  he  was  rewarded  with  extensive  grants  of 
land  in  Scotland.  He  also  distinguished  himself  at  the  siege 
of  Cserlaverock,  and  upon  several  occasions  in  expeditions 
beyond  the  sea.  In  1310  {Edward  II.)  he  was  a  member 
of  the  commission  appointed  by  Parliament  to  draw  up 
regulations  for  "  the  well  governing  of  the  kingdom  and  the 
king's  household,"  in  consequence  of  the  corrupt  influence 
exercised  at  that  period  in  the  affairs  of  the  realm  by  Piers 
Gaveston,  through  the  unbounded  partiality  of  the  king. 
Upon  the  surrender  of  Scarborough  Castle,  in  1312,  Gaves- 
ton fell  into  the  hands  of  his  enemies,  and,  after  a  summary 
trial,  the  Earl  caused  him  to  be  beheaded  at  Blacklow  Hill, 
near  Warwick.*  For  this  atrocious  proceeding  the  Earl 
and  all  others  concerned  were  eventually  pardoned  by 
the  king. 

*  The  Earl  of  Warwick's  hostility  to  Gaveston  is  said  to  have  been 
much  increased  by  learning  that  the  favorite  had  nicknamed  him  "  The 
Black  Dog  of  Ardenne." 
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His  lordship  married  Alice,  widow  of  Thomas  de  Lay- 
bourne,  and  a  daughter  of  Ralph  de  Toni  of  Flamsted, 
in  the  County  of  Hertford,  and  by  her  had  issue.  He  died 
at  Warwick  Castle  August  12,  1315.  It  is  supposed  that  he 
was  poisoned  by  the  partisans  of  Gaveston. 

His  children  were  :  — 

Thomas,  his  heir  and  successor. 

John,  who  was  Captain  of  Calais,  Admiral  of  the  Fleet,  Stand- 
ard Bearer  at  Cressy,  and  one  of  the  original  Knights  of  the 
Garter ;  he  was  also  summoned  to  Parliament  as  a  baron. 

Maud,  wife  of  Geoffrey,  Lord  Say. 

Emma,  wife  of  Rowland  Odingsels. 

Isabel,  wife  of  John  Clinton. 

Elizabeth,*  wife  of  Thomas,  Lord  Astley.

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HROLF,  sometimes  JRoUo,  or  Raoul,  was  a  Norwegian 
pirate,  and  succeeded  in  wresting  the  land  on  both  sides  of 
the  mouth  of  the  Seine  from  the  French  king,  Charles  the 
Simple.  By  the  treaty  in  which  France  purchased  peace, 
the  coast  about  the  mouth  of  the  Seine  was  ceded  to  Hrolf, 
and  he  became  a  vassal  to  the  French  king  for  the  territory 
which  took  the  name  of  ''The  Northman's  Land"  or  Nor- 
mandy. Hrolf  was  also  baptized  in  the  Christian  faith,  and 
was  given  Gesla,  the  king's  daughter,  in  marriage. 

WILLIAM-LONGSWORD,  his  son  and  heir,  was  by  his 
first  wife.  Poppa,  a  daughter  of  the  Count  de  Bayeaux. 
This  William,  took  for  a  wife  Adela,  a  daughter  of  Hubert, 
Count  de  Seulis.  He  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son, 
Richard,  known  as  Richard  the  Fearless. 

RICHARD  THE  FEARLESS  married  Gunora,  sometimes 
written  Gimred,  a  daughter  of  Herbastus,  a  Danish  knight, 
and  by  her  had  Richard  the  Good,  his  successor,  and 
Emma,  who  married  ^thelred  H.,  of  England,  and 
afterwards  Cnut,  the  Dane. 

RICHARD  THE  GOOD  was  the  father  of  Richard  and 
Robert,  each  of  whom  succeeded  to  the  Duchy  in  succes- 
sion. 

ROBERT  THE  MAGNIFICENT,  the  second  son,  some- 
times called  "  le  diable"  succeeded  his  brother,  Richard  HI. 
He  went  on  a  pilgrimage  to  the  Holy  Land,  and  was  pois- 
oned at  Nicsea,  in  Bithynia,  1035. 

WILLIAM,  Duke  of  Normandy,  surnamed  "  The  Con- 
queror," from  his  triumph  over  Harold  at  Hastings,  October 
14,  1066,  was  crowned  King  of  England  by  Aldred,  Arch- 
bishop of  York,    at  Westminster  Abbey,   on  the    25th  of 
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December  of  the  same  year.  He  was  the  illegitimate  son  of 
KoBERT  THE  MAGNIFICENT,  l)v  Arlotta,  the  dau<>:hter  of  a 
tanner  of  Falaise,  and  was  born  in  1025.  His  father,  Duke 
Robert,  had  no  legitimate  children,  and,  upon  his  departure 
to  the  Holy  Land,  persuaded  the  barons  to  swear  allegiance 
to  young  William  as  his  heir.  In  1053  William  married 
Matilda,  sometimes  called  Maud,  a  daughter  of  Baldwin  V., 
Count  of  Flanders,* 

It  has  been  computed  that  during  the  invasion  and  reign 
of  William  I.  one  third  of  the  old  Saxon  population  of 
England  was  swept  from  the  land.  Terrible  as  are  the  acts 
of  cruelty  and  oppression  with  which  William's  memoiy  is 
associated,  it  would  be  unjust  to  let  them  blind  us  to  the 
high  qualities  which  he  displayed  as  a  soldier,  a  sovereign, 
and  as  an  ordainer  of  English  institutions.  His  dominion 
and  his  dynasty  he  was  resolved  to  establish  firmly  in  Eng- 
land, and  neither  fear  nor  mercy  ever  made  him  pause  in 
employing  the  most  efiicacious  means  to  bring  about  this 
end.  He  died  September  9,  1087,  at  Hermentrude,  a  sub- 
urb of  Rouen,  and  was  interred  in  the  Church  of  St. 
Stephen  at  Caen. 

By  his  wife,  Matilda,  four  sons  and  six  daughters  were 
born :  — 

ROBKRT  {Conrthose),  succeeded  his  father  as  Duke  of  Nor- 
mandy, but  sold  the  duchy  to  his  brother  William,  and  joined 
the  Crusaders.     Issue  extinct. 

EiCHARD,  died  sine  prole. 

William  {Eufus),  succeeded  his  father  as  King  of  England. 
Reigned  as  William  II.,  1087-1100.

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Henry,  usurped  the  throne  upon  the  death  of  his  brother,  "Wil- 
liam. Keigned  as  Henry  I.,  1100-1135;  married,  Matilda, 
daughter  of  Malcolm  III.,  King  of  Scotland. 

Cicely,  Lady  Abbess  at  Caen. 

CoNSTANTiA,  married  to  Alan  Forgaunt,  Earl  of  Brittany. 

Alice,  died  unmarried. 

Adela,  married  to  Stephen,  Count  of  Blois.  Her  son,  Stephen, 
succeeded  his  uncle,  Henry  I.,  as  King  of  England. 

Agatha,  died  unmarried. 

GuNDRED,*  married  to  William  de  Warrenne.f  Earl  of  Warrenne, 
in  Normandy,  and  of  Surrey,  in  England. 

*  The  birth  of  the  Princess  Gundred  is  disputed  by  some  authorities, 
and  she  has  been  called  "  The  3Iysterious  Gundred."  The  Earl  of  Surrey, 
however,  states  that  his  wife  was  the  daughter  of  the  Queen  Matilda.
